A v oice comes ov er the PA sy stem: 
the TWA flig ht leav es in 15 min u tes. The 
checker takes the du ffel bag , slaps on a 
tag an d han ds the man a receipt. The 
bag is n ow on the con v ey or belt, g oin g 
down to the loadin g cen ter. No time to 
waste. 
Reachin g in his pocket, he pu lls ou t an 
I.D. card an d pin s it to his breast pocket. 
He picks u p his pace a little, workin g his 
way down the lon g steel staircase to the 
loadin g do^k. 
THE SIGN ABOVE the rev olv in g doors 
reads: “Employ es On ly .” A secu rity 
g u ard stops him, bu t he flashes his I.D.

RON MUNLEY, Chicag o district man ­ 
ag er, said the bu sin ess was started by a 
Colu mbia Broadcastin g Sy stem ex ecu tiv e 
who fou n d sen din g mov ie film, v iedeot- 
who f(Min d sen din g mov ie film, v ideo­ 
tape an d correspon den ce a risky ta^ v ia 
“No on e can beat an eig ht cen t stamp.

NCS cou riers han dle ju st abou t ev ery ­ 
thin g ; leg al docu men ts, stock ¡H^ospec- 
tu ses, telev ision scripts, compu ter parts 
or pu blisher proof sheets.

collectiv e barg ain in g bill) is taken ,” she 
told members <rf the in du stry an d labor 
committee du rin g hearin g s at the Reg en ­ 
cy Hy att Hou se. 
MISS SANDELANDS is chairwoman of 
the Illin ois Edu cation Association ^lEA) 
R^ion 12. which in clu des Main e Town ­ 
ship, Northbrook, New Trier. Ley den an d 
Ridg ewood. She formerly headed the 
Main e Edu cation Association , which was 
merg ed with an other u n ion to form the 
presen t Main e Teachers 
Association 
(MTA), an lEA affiliate. 
“Some of ou r school boards refu se to 
n eg otiate at all with teachers. Other 
schod boards refu se to n eg otiate <m su b­ 
stan tiv e edu cation al issu es that v ery 
mu ch affect the qu ality of the edu cation - 


al sy stem in these districts,” she said. 
“As committed profession als, we can 
n o lon g er allow ou rselv es to be ex clu ded 
from a mean in g fu l role in that decision ­ 
makin g process in ou r school districts,” 
said Miss San delan ds.

“We n eed a law that compels school 
boards to n eg otiate with teachers, a law 
that wou ld requ ire n eg otiatiims o n n on ­ 
econ omic as well as econ omic items,” 
she said in her {M-epared statemen t. 
DIST. 207 teachers hav e been attempt­ 
in g to n eg otiate issu es su ch as class size, 
g riev an ce procedu res an d teacher ev al­ 
u ation s. In breakin g off fu rther n eg otia­ 
tion s last Ju n e, DLst. 207 school board 
presiden t Robert Clau s said the teachers’ 
in sisten ce on these issu es had brou g ht 
the talks to an impasse. 
“This law shou ld set u p u n iform im­ 
passe procedu res an d prov ide for the 
bin din g arbitration of g riev an ces. This 
law shou ld allow teachers a limited rig ht 
to strike on ce the prescribed impasse

But when it’s urgent, where time is im­ 
portant, that’s when the courier service 
is needed,” Munley said. 
“The couriers-are well trained and 
know what to do in an emergency,” Mun­ 
ley added. Most of the men are retired 
policemen or firemen. NCS keeps in con­ 
stant touch with its men to locate a cou­ 
rier fast when he’s needed. The com­ 
pany’s operation is flexible, designed to 
get deliveries to their destination quickly 
and safely. 
If a flight to New York is forced by 
bad weather to land in Boston, for in­ 
stance, the courier may rent a car on the 
last leg of his trip. For morning deliv­ 
eries to Wall Street customers, NCS cou­ 
riers use a helicopter service from New 


York’s Kennedy Airport. For shipments 
of valuables, an armed guard accom­ 
panies the NCS man. 
Average cost for the service is about 
$40 for each shipment of less than IO lbs. 
NCS couriers handle just about every­ 
thing; legal documents, stock prospec­ 
tuses. television scripts, computer parts 
or publisher proof sheets. 
EVERY SATURDAY, during the hock­ 
ey season, for example, a courier is sent 
to Montreal for films of National Hockey 
League games. He delivers them to New 
York, where they are broadcast nation­ 
wide on Sunday. After the Johnny Carson 
show is filmed each day in Los Angeles, 
an NCS courier makes sure the film gets 
to New York within hours. 
The company has also handled some 
odd jobs. Its couriers went along with 
the electronic podium

Awards show 
from 
Nashville. They carried the manuscript 
and photographs for Norman Mailer s 
controversial new book on Marilyn Mon­ 
roe. 
A National Broadcasting Co. executive 


even hired NCS to fly along with his 
mother because he was afraid she’d get 
lost en route. Munley said. 
ON HIS TRIP to New York, the NCS 
courier from Chicago lands at Kennedy 
Airport and reverses the steps he took to 
get on the plane. Through the terminal to 
the loading center, he flashes the I D. 
card and walks onto the field. The brown 
duffel bag comes off the plane and he’s 
on his way. envelope in hand. 
He waves down a cab and is on his 
way. Minutes later, he is in an elevator. 
The doors open on the fifth floor of a 
Manhattan office building. 
The courier delivers the packages in 
the duffel bag and the envelope, making 
sure they go to the right man, not a sec­ 
retary'. 
He then finds a telephone booth in the 
main lobby, dials a Chicago number, 
identifies himself and verifies delivery 
and the exact time. His first assignment 
is complete, but his day is not over. In a 
few hours he might be sent to Los Angel­ 
es. Baltimore, Washington or San Fran­ 
cisco. 


Teacher leader calls for bargaining law 


A local teachers’ union official has 
called for a state law requiring school 
officials to bargain collectively with 
teachers. 
Shirley Sandelands. a teacher at Maine 
South High School and former president 
of the Maine Education Association, told 
an Illinois Senate committee Tuesday 
that the “critical” labor relations prob­ 
lems in many area schools can only be 
solved by the General Assembly. 
“Chaos is imminent unless action (on a 
collective bargaining bill) is taken.” she 
told members of the industry and labor 
committee during hearings at the Regen­ 
cy Hyatt House. 
MISS SANDELANDS is chairwoman of 
the Illinois Education Association (IF.A) 
Region 12. which includes Maine Town­ 
ship. Northbrook. New Trier. Leyden and 
Ridgewood. She formerly headed the 
Maine Education Association, which was 
merged with another union to form the 
present 
Maine 
Teachers 
Association 
(MTA), an IEA affiliate. 
“Some of our school boards refuse to 
negotiate at all with teachers. Other 
school boards refuse to negotiate on sub­ 
stantive educational iscues that very 
much affect the quality of the education­ 


al system in these districts.” she said. 
“As committed professionals, we can 
no longer allow ourselves to be excluded 
from a meaningful role in that decision­ 
making process in our school districts,” 
said Miss Sandelands. 
The MTA has filed suit to force the 
school board Lack to the bargaining 
table. The bo^^d unilaterally canceled 
negotiations in June and adopted the 
1973-74 salary schedule. 
“We need a law that compels school 
boards to negotiate with teachers, a law 
that would require negotiations on non­ 
economic as well as economic items,” 
she said in her prepared statement. 
DUST. 207 teachers have been attempt­ 
ing to negotiate issues such as class size, 
grievance procedures and teacher eval­ 
uations. In breaking off further negotia­ 
tions last June. Dist. 207 school board 
president Robert Claus said the teachers’ 
insistence on these issues had brought 
the talks to an impasse. 
“This law should set up uniform im­ 
passe procedures and provide for the 
binding arbitration of grievances. This 
law should allow teachers a limited right 
to strike once the prescribed impasse 
procedures have been exhausted.” she 


said in a statement. 
Miss Sandelands attended the hearings 
along with about 30 other North Subur­ 
ban teachers, but she was the only one to 
testify. 
“We do not intend to give individual 
testimony and to be sworn in and cross- 
examined according to the system you 
have set up, because we strongly dis­ 
agree with and disapprove of the entire 
purpose of these hearings,” she said ear­ 
lier in her testimony. 
MISS SANDELANDS agreed to be 
sworn in only after she was told she 
could not testify if she didn’t. 
“At best, these hearings are meant to 
study the question of collective bargain­ 
ing for teachers and other public em­ 
ployes,” she said. 
“ At worst, these hearings are a smoke­ 
screen that give an appearance of a real 
interest in collective bargaining for pub­ 
lic employes but they are really meant to 
study this question to death and kill the 
possibility of a decent collective bargain­ 
ing law.” she continued 
“We cannot in good faith participate in 
this sham.” she said. 
Miss Sandelands refused to answer 
any questions from the senators.

President Nixon last night again pro­ 
claimed his innocence of any complicity 
in the Watergate affair — either through 
prior knowledge of the bugging or in a 
coverup — and criticized those who have 
made it a “backward-looking obsession.” 
In a nationally-televised address, he 
accused Senate investigators and others 
of trying to pin the blame personally on 
him, and declared it was time to turn the 
matter over to the courts and get on with 
the pressing business of the nation and 
world. 
He made a direct appeal for public 
support against “those who would exploit 
Watergate in order to keep us from doing 
what we were elected to do.” 
In his first public response to the vari­ 
ous allegations of wrongdoing that have 
emerged in 37 days of testimony before 
the select Senate investigating com­ 
mittee, Nixon declined to respond to spe­ 
cific charges, saying the evidence was 
too complicated for specific rebuttal. 
Nixon said he accepted “full responsi­ 
bility” for abuses which he freely admit­ 
ted occurred under his administration, 
but denied ousted White House counsel 
John W. Dean’s allegation that he had 
learned of the Watergate coverup as ear­ 
ly as last September. 


Nixon’s remarks were amplified in a 
3,000 word statement in which he gave a 
detailed explanation of his reasons for 
not surrendering to the Senate com­ 
mittee and the special Watergate prose­ 
cutor the tapes of his conversations with 
aides relating to the scandal. 
“ If I were to make public these tapes 
containing blunt and candid remarks on

would always be suspect,” he said. 
The President said that only one of the 
35 witnesses (obviously referring to 
Dean) who appeared before the Senate 
investigating committee — “a witness 
who offered no evidence beyond his own 
impressions” — gave even the slightest 
suggestion that he had knowledge of the 
planning for the Watergate break-in and 
that this had been contradicted “by ev­ 
ery other witness in a position to know 
the facts.” 


Beyond this, Nixon said he had re­ 
ceived repeated assurances both from 
Dean and other government investigators 
that no higher-ups were involved and did 
not learn the broader dimensions of the 
scandal until March 21. 
After being informed on March 21 by 
Dean that others were implicated, Nixon 
said he became convinced that the re­ 
ports he had been receiving for nine 
months “were not true” and “I launched 
an intensive effort on my own.” 


“Far from trying to hide the facts, my 
effort throughout has been to discover 
the facts and to lay those facts before the 
appropriate law enforcement authorities 
so that justice could be done and the 
guilty dealt with,” the President said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Jeb Stuart 
Magruder is reported to have passed a

The Star-News 
said the results of the lie detector test 
indicated he was telling the truth when 
he went to federal prosecutors April 14 
and offered to tell all he knew. He testi- 


fied before the grand jury a third time 
on May 2. 
Magruder told the Senate Watergate 
committee that Mitchell gave final ap­ 
proval on March 30, 1972, at Key Bis- 
cayne, Fla., to Watergate conspirator G. 
Gordon Liddy’s scaled-down plan to 
eavesdrop on Democratic headquarters 
at the Watergate complex. 
Mitchell later denied this, saying he re­ 
jected the plan outright. Another partici­ 
pant in the Key Biscayne meeting, Mit­ 
chell aide Frederick C. LaRue, testified 
that Mitchell said only that the matter 
did not have to be decided at that time. 
Magruder’s lawyer, James J. Bierbo- 
wer, meanwhile told UPI that reports by 
the Star-News, The Washington Post and 
CBS News were “incorrect” that Ma­ 
gruder would plead guilty today to one 
count of obstruction of justice before 
Chief U. S. District Judge John J. Sirica.

Israeli m ilitary spokesmen Wednesday confirmed a U.S. 
State Department report that Communist North Korean pilots 
have been flying Soviet-built warplanes for Egypt. The Israeli 
spokesman said the addition of North Korean pilots — esti­ 
mated between IO and 20 — appeared to be a token move by 
the Communist Pyongyang regime and did not in any way 
alter the m ilitary balance of power in the Middle East.

Hundreds of striking truck drivers’ wives seized four radio 
stations in Chile Wednesday to broadcast propaganda on be­ 
half of their husbands. The women stormed past astonished 
guards and burst into the studios and control rooms of Radio 
Yungay in Santiago and three provincial stations. 


Monsoon floods wreak disaster in Pakistan 


Pakistan declared a m ajor part of its Punjab province a 
disaster area Wednesday as monsoon floods swept the coun­ 
tryside, wiping out 54,000 homes. In India floodw ater also 
rose in Kashm ir and Punjab. Pakistani and Indian troops — 
bitter enemies brought together by the tragedy — wrere work­ 
ing together on relief operations. Death toll thus far on the 
Indian subcontinent had mounted to 330 and was expected 
to rise.

U.S. payments balance shows surplus 


W ith an $11 billion turnaround, the U.S. came up with the 
first surplus in its balance of payments on a reserves transac­ 
tion basis since 1969 at the end of June, the Commerce De­ 
partment reported yesterday. Deficits in U.S. spending 
abroad have been gradually declining since hitting $29.7 bil­ 
lion at the end of 1971. 


FDA seeks fighter control of tranquilizers 


In an attempt to deter people who gulp 30 to 40 tranquilizer 
pills a day, the Federal Drug Adm inistration said Wrednesday 
it w ill try to restrict use of Librium and Valium , two of the 
most popular drugs, through the Controlled Substances Act. 
The proposed newr rules w?ould take effect within three months 
and lim it prescriptions to five refills in a six-month duration. 


Rev. Abernathy stays as SC LC leader 


The Rev. Ralph Abernathy agreed to stay on as president 
of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference WTednesday 
after the SCLC board of directors rejected his resignation. 
The board also announced a special fund-raising effort to 
meet financial problems of the organization.

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3 ‘Mired* 
in ‘obsession' over 
Nixon: ‘I wasn’t involved’ 


(From Herald news services) 


President Nixon last night again pro­ 
claimed his innocence of any com plicity 
in the Watergate affair — either through 
prior knowledge of the bugging or in a 
coverup — and criticized those who have 
made it a “ backward-looking obsession.” 
In a nationally-televised address, he 
accused Senate investigators and others 
of trying to pin the blame personally on 
him. and declared it was tim e to turn the 
m atter over to the courts and get on with 
the pressing business of the nation and 
world. 
He made a direct appeal for public 
support against “ those who would exploit 
Watergate in order to keep us from doing 
what we were elected to do.” 
In his first public response to the vari­ 
ous allegations of wrongdoing that have 
emerged in 37 days of testimony before 
the select 
Senate 
investigating 
com­ 
mittee, Nixon declined to respond to spe­ 
cific charges, saying the evidence was 
too complicated for specific rebuttal. 
Nixon said he accepted “ full responsi­ 
b ility” for abuses wrhich he freely admit­ 
ted occurred under his adm inistration, 
but denied ousted White House counsel 
John W. Dean’s allegation that he had 
learned of the Watergate coverup as ear­ 
ly as last September. 


Nixon’s rem arks were am plified in a 
3,000 word statement in which he gave a 
detailed explanation of his reasons for 
not surrendering to the Senate com­ 
mittee and the special Watergate prose­ 
cutor the tapes of his conversations with 
aides relating to the scandal. 
“ If I were to make public these tapes 
containing blunt and candid rem arks on 


m a n y 
different 
subjects 
the

fidentiality of the office of the President 
would always be suspect,” he said. 
The President said that only one of the 
35 
witnesses 
(obviously 
referring 
to 
Dean) who appeared before the Senate 
investigating committee — “ a witness 
who offered no evidence beyond his own 
impressions” — gave even the slightest 
suggestion that he had knowledge of the 
planning for the Watergate break-in and 
that this had been contradicted “ by ev­ 
ery other witness in a position to know 
the facts.” 


Beyond this, Nixon said he had re­ 
ceived repeated assurances both from 
Dean and other government investigators 
that no higher-ups were involved and did 
not learn the broader dimensions of the 
scandal until March 21. 
After being informed on March 21 by 
Dean that others were im plicated, Nixon 
said he became convinced that the re­ 
ports he had been receiving for nine 
months “ were not true” and “ I launched 
an intensive effort on my ow tl” 


“ Far from trying to hide the facts, my 
effort throughout has been to discover 
the facts and to lay those facts before the 
appropriate law enforcement authorities 
so that justice could be done and the 
guilty dealt with,” the President said. 
Nixon deplored the unethical campaign 
practices which he freely admitted oc­ 
curred in his name last November. 
But he suggested that they were the 
work of “ a few over-zealous people” and 
sprang from the same disregard for the 
institutions of government and society 
which spawned the violence and rioting 
of the 1960s. 


PRESIDENT NIXON broke his long si­ 
lence on Watergate last night, ad­ 
dressing the issue for the first time 
since May 22 in a television speech 
to the nation. His remarks came as 


the latest Gallup poll showed his pop­ 
ularity dipped to 3 I per cent, and an 
Oliver Quayle and Co. poll showed if 


an election were held today George 
McGovern would win 51-49. 


North Vietnam warned to stay clear

With Am erican bombing in Cambodia 
ended, President Nixon delivered warn­ 
ings to North Vietnam and Congress. 
Nixon told the North Vietnamese they 
shouldn’t try to take advantage of the 
situation by trying to mount a new m ili­ 
tary offensive. 
In a statement 12 hours after the 
bombing was halted, the President said 
he would go back to Congress for per­ 
mission “ to take appropriate actions” if 
Communist forces threatened stability cf 
Southeast Asia. 


Nixon said he “ only reluctantly” ac­ 
cepted 
the 
congressionally 
mandated 
Aug. 15 cutoff of the bombing and ac­ 
cused Congress of having made it much 
more difficult to achieve a negotiated 
settlement of the fighting in Cambodia. 
He said the United States wTould “ stand 
firm ly” with the Phnom Penh govern­ 
ment of President Lon Nol. 
Nixon spoke harshly of the restraints 
imposed on him by Congress, as he did 
in an Aug. 3 letter to the House and Sen­ 
ate, but vowed to continue 
supplying 
“ the maximum amount of economic and 


m ilitary assistance” to Cambodia within 
those legal restrictions voted by Con­ 
gress in late June. 
The bombing halt legislation provides 
that Congress must approve any presi­ 
dential request for renewal of combat ac­ 
tivity in Indochina after midnight Tues­ 
day. The United States is permitted to 
continue to fly in economic and m ilitary 
supplies, which total $291 m illion in the 
current fiscal year, and to carry out 
unarmed reconnaissance flights.

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THE FIRST FULL day after the end of American bomb­ 
ing of Cambodia saw ground fighting around Phnom 
Penh at its lowest level in months.

Report lie test confirms 
Mitchell okayed break-in 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) — Jeb Stuart 
Magruder is reported to have passed a 
lie detector test supporting his allega­ 
tion that former Attorney General John 
N. 
M itchell approved the 
Watergate 
breakin. 


The Washington Star-News, 
quoting 
“ reliable sources,” said Magruder, for­ 
mer deputy director of the Nixon cam­ 
paign, took the test on orders from feder­ 
al prosecutors some time between April 
14 and M ay 2. 


Magruder has acknowledged that he 
had lied the first tim e he appeared be- 
for the Watergate grand jury and during 
the January trial of the seven original 
W atergate defendants. The Star-News 
said the results of the lie detector test 
indicated he was telling the truth when 
he went to federal prosecutors April 14 
and offered to tell all he knew. He testi­ 


fied before the grand jury a third time 
on M ay 2. 
Magruder told the Senate Watergate 
committee that M itchell gave final ap­ 
proval on March 30, 1972, at Key Bis­ 
cayne, Fla., to Watergate conspirator G.

NTPC interviews 
Floods, selvage, money, transit mayors’ chief worries 


Chicago suburban mayors are almost 
universally concerned about flooding, 
wastewater, mass transportation and fi­ 
nancial administration Sholom Gliksman 
told a committee of the Northeastern Illi­ 
nois Planning Commission yesterday. 
Gliksman and other NIPC staff mem­ 
bers are compiling the results of inter­ 
views with 66 suburban mayors in the six 


county metropolitan area along with 
copies of intergovernmental agreements 
from 160 municipalities as part of a 
study conducted by NIPC in conjunction 
with the Cook County Council of Govern­ 
ments. the Barrington Area Council of 
Governments, the League of Women Vot­ 
ers and the DuKane Valley Council. 
In addition to a statistical tabulation of 


the survey, the organizations plan to pub­ 
lish a handbook to guide suburban gov­ 
ernment agencies in drafting and nego­ 
tiating intergovernmental agreements. 
GLIKSM AN TOLD the NIPC commis­ 
sioners yesterday that almost half the 
mayors interviewed for the survey men­ 
tioned wastewater treatment and flood­ 
ing as major problems they must cope 


with. 
The said financial administration prob­ 
lems. and mass transit also were men­ 
tioned by a large number of the mayors 
interviewed. 
Gliksman said preliminary analysis of 
the data from the survey seemed to in­ 
dicate: 
• Newly elected mayors seemed more

ply problems than were mayors who had 
been in office for a period of years 
• Few communities in the densely pop­ 
ulated area of Cook County were con­

the 
Metropolitan

District,’* 
Gliksman said. 
• Cook County communities were a1! 
concerned about mass transit problems 
within their communities while munici­ 
palities in the ‘out counties” were only 
concerned about regional mass transit 
problems. 
• There is still a very real fear in the 
outlying counties of Chicago and of Cook 
County expressed in resistence to six- 
countv oovern^ertal organizations and 
to general metropolitan government pro­ 
posals. 
GLIKSM AN ALSO said the persons 
who conducted the interviews with the 
mayors formed some general impres­ 
sions of their own including: 
• Many problems confronting munici­ 
palities are too complex for a single mu­ 
nicipality to handle. 
• Regional coordinating mechanisms 
such as NIPC, the Chicago Area Trans­ 
portation Study (CATS) and councils of 
government are still too weak to satisfy 
all problems for all areas. 
• Many mayors felt that regional 
agencies were not getting down to ‘heir 
level and that they were isolated. There 
was a need for the organizations to get 
closer to the municipalities working with 
them in small groups or even individ­ 
ually rather than at mass meetings in 
Chicago or county seats of outlying 
counties. 


Gliksman also told the NIPC commis­ 
sioners that the 620 intergovernmental 
agreements collected during the survey 
have been filed on a computer for infor­ 
mation retrieval. 
HE SAID MOST of the agreements the 
study unearthed were police, fire and 
public works service contracts between 
two municipalities or between a munici­ 
pality and a special governmental dis­ 
trict. 
Out of the 620 agreements approxi­ 
mately 50 dealt with land use. Gliksman 
said, but he admitted they dealt most Iv 
with annexation and boundary agree­ 
ments for land that had no attractive tax 
benefits rather than for property zoned 
for shopping centers, convention centers 
or sports arenas. 
The main reason most communities en­ 
ter into intergovernmental agreements is 
to save money or make money, Gliks­ 
man said the study showed. 
NIPC O FFIC IA LS noted at the meet­ 
ing that House B ill 1141 which was 
passed by the General Assembly on Jan.

Area residents await ruling 
Leaf-burning bill impact uncertain

Despite th e signing of a bill by Gov . 
Daniel Walker Monday th at cou ld allow 
leaf bu rning, it may be a wh ile before 
North west 
su bu rban 
residents 
know 
wh eth er th ey will be able to bu rn th eir 
leav es once again. 
Th e bill, wh ich will go into effect Oct. 
1, lifts th e Pollu tion Control Board’s gen- 
?ral ban on open-leaf bu rning. Howev er, 
th e board still will h av e th e au th ority to 
cu rb bu rning in indiv idu al geograph ical 
areas wh ere pollu tion is h igh and bu rn­ 
ing cou ld be h armfu l to life or h ealth . 
According to Jacob Du melle, acting 
ch airman of th e board, th e board h as not 
pet decided h ow it will h andle setting th e 
lew standards for leaf bu rning. 
Th e board already h as h eld some pu b­ 
ic h earings on a proposal th at wou ld al­ 
low leaf bu rning in cities wh ich meet fed­ 
eral air pollu tion standards. 
TWO MORE su ch pu blic h earings on 
th e proposal will probably be sch edu led 
for September, Du melle said. Th u s, new 
standards for leaf bu rning may be in ef­ 
fect by mid-October, h e said. 
Du melle said h e cou ld not specu late on 
wh eth er leaf-bu rning will be proh ibited 
in th e North west su bu rbs if th e proposal 
is accepted.

Some su bu rbs, like Hoffman Estates, 
already h av e separate ordinances proh ib­ 
iting leaf bu rning and plan to continu e 
th eir bans no matter wh at th e pollu tion 
control board decides. 
“I don’t see any bu rning in th e v il­ 
lage,” said Edward Kalasa, depu ty ch ief 
of th e Hoffman Estates fire protection 
district. 
Village officials in Mou nt Prospect, Ar­ 
lington Heigh ts, Palatine, Des Plaines, 
and Rolling Meadows, all of wh ich now 
h av e ordinances proh ibiting 
bu rning, 
ech oed h is sentiments. 
“I th ink th e people of Palatine h av e 
been more th an cooperativ e in not bu rn­ 
ing leav es, and it’s h elpfu l to th e env i­ 
ronment. Th ere isn’t any reason for u s to 
bu rn leav es with th e bag program we 
h av e,” said Palatine Village President 
Wendell E. Jones. 
Rolling Meadows May or Roland Mey er 
said th e city will “try to look for more 
way s to h andle” th e leaf problem, de­ 
spite th e new bill. 
MOST OF th e su bu rbs th at already 
proh ibit bu rning now h av e effectiv e al­ 
ternativ e meth ods of h andling dead 
leav es. Leaf disposal meth ods inclu de 
bagging leav es, grinding th em u p, and 
u sing th e leav es for mu lch . 
Elk Grov e Village, Bu ffalo Grov e and 
Sch au mbu rg now h av e no separate ordi­ 
nances proh ibiting bu rning and v illage 
officials say th ey are u ncertain as to 
wh at th e su bu rbs will do in ligh t of th e 
new bill. 
“If th e state does permit leaf bu rning 
in th e area, th en we wou ld h av e to sit 
down with th e v illage board to ev alu ate 
wh at kind of problem it cou ld cau se th e 
v illage of Sch au mbu rg,” Robert Gross­ 
man, v illage director of pu blic h ealth , 
said.

Despite the signing of a bill by Gov. 
Daniel Walker Monday that could allow 
leaf burning, it may be a while before 
Northwest 
suburban 
residents 
know 
whether they will be able to burn their 
leaves once again. 
The bill, which will go into effect Oct. 
I, lifts the Pollution Control Board’s gen­ 
eral ban on open-leaf burning. However, 
the board still will have the authority to 
curb burning in individual geographical 
areas where pollution is high and burn­ 
ing could be harmful to life or health. 
According to Jacob Dumelle, acting 
chairman of the board, the board has not 
yet decided how it will handle setting the 
new standards for leaf burning. 
The board already has held some pub­ 
lic hearings on a proposal that would al­ 
low leaf burning in cities which meet fed­ 
eral air pollution standards. 
TWO MORE such public hearings on 
the proposal will probably be scheduled 
for September, Dumelle said. Thus, new 
standards for leaf burning may be in ef­ 
fect by mid-October, he said. 
Dumelle said he could not speculate on 
whetner leaf-burning will be prohibited 
in the Northwest suburbs if the proposal 
is accepted.

Two youths accused of forcing their 
way into a local home and stealing $300 
worth of stereo equipment and records 
w’ere arrested Tuesday by Des Plaines 
police. 
The pair, both 16, Tuesday broke into 
the home of Joe Estes, 1308 Campbell 
Ave., and took an FM radio, two 
loudspeakers and 25 record albums, po­ 
lice said.

REACTION to the bill from Northwest 
suburban government officials varied. 
Some suburbs, like Hoffman Estates, 
already have separate ordinances prohib­ 
iting leaf burning and plan to continue 
their bans no matter what the pollution 
control board decides. 
“I don’t see any burning in the vil­ 
lage,” said Edward Kalasa, deputy chief 
of the Hoffman Estates fire protection 
district. 
Village officials in Mount Prospect, Ar­ 
lington Heights, Palatine, Des Plaines, 
and Rolling Meadows, all of which now 
have ordinances 
prohibiting 
burning, 
echoed his sentiments. 
“I think the people of Palatine have 
been more than cooperative in not burn­ 
ing leaves, and it’s helpful to the envi­ 
ronment. There isn’t any reason for us to 
burn leaves with the bag program we 
have,” said Palatine Village President 
Wendell E. Jones. 
Rolling Meadows Mayor Roland Meyer 
said the city will “try to look for more 
ways to handle” the leaf problem, de­ 
spite the new bill. 
MOST OF the suburbs that already 
prohibit burning now have effective al­ 
ternative methods of handling dead 
leaves. Leaf disposal methods include 
bagging leaves, grinding them up, and 
using the leaves for mulch. 
Elk Grove Village, Buffalo Grove and 
Schaumburg now have no separate ordi­ 
nances prohibiting burning and village 
officials say they are uncertain as to 
what the suburbs will do in light of the 
new bill. 
“If the state does permit leaf burning 
in the area, then we would have to sit 
down with the village board to evaluate 
what kind of problem it could cause the 
village of Schaumburg,” Robert Gross­ 
man, village director of public health, 
said. 


He said because of the newness of the 
community he did not think leaf disposal 
was now a significant problem. 


Leaves also are not a major problem 
in Buffalo Grove, according to the vil­ 
lage’s public works director, Bill Davis. 
He said he did not know if the village 
will pass an ordinance prohibiting burn­ 
ing now. 


AS A RESULT of another action taken 
by the governor Monday, the Cook Coun­ 
ty Forest Preserve District now plans to 
go ahead with its recommendation of a 
new tree-recycling plant east of Wheel­ 
ing, Assistant General Superintendent 
James Tyndall said yesterday. 
Construction of the new plant has been 
held up, pending word on a bill which 
might have allowed for open burning of 
area trees once again.

Neighborhood shop not what it used to he 
To 
survive. barbers

The 
neighborhood 
barbershop 
isn't 
what it used to be. 
When a man walks into a barber salon 
now, he wants his hair styled, so he gets 
the shampoo-dry cut-and-style treatment 
that ends in a complete instruction on 
how to care for and manage his hair. 
The great pride and fuss over well 
styled hair that was once woman’s is 
now also man’s. In meeting the growing 
demand for hair styling services, bar­ 
bers have become hairstylists and their 
shops have been transformed into salons. 
“EVERY HAIRSTYLIST is a barber; 
a barber must return to school and at­ 
tend seminars to keep aware of the hair­ 
styling techiques and trends,” said Tom 
Hartnatt, owner of Tom’s Barber Shop in 
Arlington Heights. 
Most established barbers returned to 
school for special training when the 
trend of styling men’s hair first became 
popular. Most of them still attend semi­ 
nars to stay abreast of styling trends. 
“You have to if you want to be a pros­ 
perous barber. Men want their long hair 
to be cut neat and manageable. You 
can’t give them that with the old fashion­ 
ed barber techniques of cutting hair,” 
Hartnatt said. 


ALTHOUGH THE techniques of styling 
will vary from one hairstylist to the next, 
the basic styling process remains the 
same. The difference in each style de­ 
pends only upon the cut. 
Patrick Kukla, owner of About Hair in 
Des Plaines, explains, “styling basically 
means that a man’s hair is washed and 
dried to remove the oils and dirt. Then it 
is specially cut and tapered to fit the per­ 
sonality, features and liking of the indi­ 
vidual. The hair is cut so that after nor­ 
mal washing and drying over a period of 
weeks, the hair style will still look the 
same.” 
This is where styling differs from the 
conventional haircutting job. According 
to Kukla, most retired men and young 
boys come in to get their hair cut without 
having it washed. All they want is a 
smooth, straight cut with no layering. 
M E N ’ S HAIRSTYLING has been 
booming in the past five years. Going 
back as far as 15 years for a select few, 
the trend of styling a man’s hair was 
really set off with the Beatles. 
Hartnatt explains, “Now everybody 
comes in here wanting their hair styled,

try bumpkins and that all we do is cut 
men’s hair and aren’t able to offer them 
the styling that styling salons do,” Beck­ 
er said. 


“That’s where most people are wrong. 
When we cut someone’s hair we usually 
just style it at the same time. A good 
hair cut will look good for weeks after­ 
wards and the styling that a man pays 
double for in a salon is just the Cadillac 
approach to the good hair cut,” Becker 
said. 
Becker admits many of his customers 
have had their first hair styling experi­ 
ence outside his shop in a specialized sa­ 
lon. Most of them, he said, realize the 
styling they pay for is nothing more than 
the styling they get from him. So, most 
of his customers have decided to get 
their hair styled only for special occa­ 
sions. 


Only IO per cent of my regular custom­ 
ers come in for a styling job. We give 
everyone, though, a good hair cut that is 
styled. The only thing those salons offer 
their customers is appointments and a 
nice atmosphere. Barbers and hair­ 
stylists are alike because they go to 
school and seminars together and learn 
the same things,” Becker said. 


RICK MASTRO. MANAGER of the 
Woodfield 
Gentlemen’s 
Choice 
Ltd., 
doesn’t agree with Becker. 
“The styling of a man’s hair is all in 
the cut he is given. We don’t offer the 
regular conventional haircuts here that a 
man could go to a barbershop for. WTe 
don’t use clippers or razors like a bar­ 
bershop would. We only use shears and 
we style hair with our own techniques 
like anyone else,” Mastro said. 
Becker will say most men go to styling 
salons to have their hair styled because 
“they are on an ego trip.” Mastro dis­ 
agreed saying men are just more aware 
of their appearance. And because their 
hair is longer, they want it to look good 
and be manageable. 


“A lot of barbers aren’t really stylists 
in that what they call styling is actually 
chopping off some guy’s hair. Men come 
in here all the time who had their hair 
styled at some barbershop and want us 
to fix it for them because it wasn’t done 
correctly,” Mastro said. 
“I think that hair styling is here to 
stay because long hair is here to stay. 
Hair styling salons will probably take 
over most of the styling business. We’ve 
taken on so many regular customers 
now,” Mastro said.

Food prices showing record increases

Mu shrooming food price increases 
Wed nesd ay cau sed ev en greater bu d get 
c r i s e s for hou sehold ers scu rry ing 
throu gh su permarkets in search of hard - 
to-find bargains. 
In New York City the Department of 
Consu mer Affairs released statistics 
showing food prices jtimped 4 .5 per cent 
last week, the largest increase in at least 
three months. 
Comr, Betty Fu rness said , “We had 
anticipated price increases in meats and 
pou ltr>’ bu t now those increases are also 
apparent in grain prod u cts su ch as bread 
and flou r.’’ 
A breakd own of the marketbasket in 
the New York area showed bread and 
cereals u p 10.1 per cent last week, meat 
and fish u p 7.4 per cent and d airy prod ­ 
u cts u p 2.4 per cent. 
REPORTS FROM other areas con­ 
firmed the general u pward mov ement. 
In Washington, D.C., the price of u ncu t 
chicken rose to 98 cents a pou nd u p from 
65 cents when Phase IV went into effect 
Ju ly 18. The same trend was reported 
from other cit,es in the retail price of 
bread , eggs, milk and chicken. 
Althou gh food prices occu pied the at­ 
tention of hou sewiv es, the prices of other 
prod u cts, generally at the wholesale lev ­ 
el, were occu py ing the mind s of manu ­ 
factu rers and gov ernment officials. 
K.\ISER STEEL CORP. Wed nesd ay 
joined other steel prod u cers which hav e 
filed notice of price increases. Kaiser 
said its price hike requ est was “mod est 
in relation to ou r cost increases.’’ 
On Tu esd ay the nation’s two biggest 
steel companies, U.S. Steel and Bethle­ 
hem, said they had notified the Internal 
Rev enu e Send ee they plan to raise 


prices $8 to $12 a ton for sheet and strip 
steel prices. Und er Phase IV ru les, ma­ 
jor companies mu st giv e 30 d ay s notice 
before raising prices. 
Other steel companies, Armco Steel, 
R^u blic, You ngstown Sheet & Tu be, 
Jones Lau ghlin, Wheeling-Pittsbu rgh and 
National Steel, also filed for increases. 


M.\JOR STEEL BLTERS, inclu d ing 
au tomakers, said the steel increases 
wou ld mean higher prices few consu mers. 
The increases amou nted to abou t 4 .8 per 
cent on strip and sheet steel prod u cts. 
Two more au to companies asked for 
increases Tu esd ay on the 1974 mod els. 
General Motors asked for an increase of 
$102, or 2.7 per cent. Ford Motor Co. re­ 
qu ested an increase av eraging $106, or 
2.4 per cent. Chry sler Corp. and Ameri­ 
can Motors asked for price increases a 
d ay earlier. 
A spokesman for the Cost of Liv ing 
Cou ncil said more big companies were 


ex pected to file for Phase IV increases 
this week. 
In New Ywk the Jou rnal of Commerce 
said \¥ ed nesd ay many grain trad ers and 
d ealers now believ e ex port controls <m 
grain within the nex t few weeks are inev ­ 
itable. 
THE BAKING INDUSTRY has been 
clamoring for su ch controls as a tem­ 
porary measu re f(w the past two weeks 
and warning that Iwread may become 
scarce if they are not imposed . 
The article said that Agricu ltu re Secre­ 
tary Earl Bu tz was u nd erstand ably re­ 
lu ctant to institu te more food controls be­ 
cau se the price owitrols u sed by the Nix ­ 
on Ad ministratiiMi so far hav e been in­ 
effectu al. 
“Bu t with some observ ers pred icting 
that a loaf of bread may soon cost as 
mu ch as $1,” the newspaper said , “it is 
likely that the gov ernment will be forced 
to consid er some form of ex port restric­ 
tion on grains.’’

Food prices showing record increases 


Bv United Press International 
Mushrooming 
food 
price increases 
Wednesday caused even greater budget 
c r i s e s 
for householders scurrying 
through supermarkets in search of hard- 
to-find bargains. 
In New York City the Department of 
Consumer 
Affairs released 
statistics 
showing food prices jumped 4.5 per cent 
last week, the largest increase in at least 
three months. 
Comr. Betty Furness said, “We had 
anticipated price increases in meats and 
poultry but now those increases are also 
apparent in grain products such as bread 
and flour.” 
A breakdown of the marketbasket in 
the New York area showed bread and 
cereals up 10.1 per cent last week, meat 
and fish up 7.4 per cent and dairy prod­ 
ucts up 2.4 per cent. 
REPORTS FROM other areas con­ 
firmed the general upward movement. 
In Washington, D.C., the price of uncut 
chicken rose to 98 cents a pound up from 
65 cents when Phase IV went into effect 
July 18. The same trend was reported 
from other cities in the retail price of 
bread, eggs, milk and chicken. 
Although food prices occupied the at­ 
tention of housewives, the prices of other 
products, generally at the wholesale lev­ 
el, were occupying the minds of manu­ 
facturers and government officials. 
KAISER STEEL CORP. Wednesday 
joined other steel producers which have 
filed notice of price increases. Kaiser 
said its price hike request was “modest 
in relation to our cost increases.” 
On Tuesday the nation’s two biggest 
steel companies, U.S. Steel and Bethle­ 
hem, said they had notified the Internal 
Revenue Service they plan to raise 


prices $8 to $12 a ton for sheet and strip 
steel prices. Under Phase IV rules, ma­ 
jor companies must give 30 days notice 
before raising prices. 
Other steel companies, Arm co Steel, 
Republic, Youngstown Sheet & Tube, 
Jones Laughlin, Wheeling-Pittsburgh and 
National Steel, also filed for increases. 


MAJOR STEEL BUYERS, including 
automakers, said the steel increases 
would mean higher prices for consumers. 
The increases amounted to about 4.8 per 
cent on strip and sheet steel products. 


Two more auto companies asked for 
increases Tuesday on the 1974 models. 
General Motors asked for an increase of 
$102, or 2.7 per cent. Ford Motor Co. re­ 
quested an increase averaging $106, or 
2.4 per cent. Chrysler Corp. and Ameri­ 
can Motors asked for price increases a 
day earlier. 
A spokesman for the Cost of Living 
Council said more big companies were 


expected to file for Phase IV increases 
this week. 
In New York the Journal of Commerce 
said Wednesday many grain traders and 
dealers now believe export controls on 
grain within the next few weeks are inev­ 
itable. 
THE BAKING INDUSTRY has been 
clamoring for such controls as a tem­ 
porary' measure for the past two weeks 
and warning that bread may become 
scarce if they are not imposed. 
The article said that Agriculture Secre­ 
tary Earl Butz was understandably re­ 
luctant to institute more food controls be­ 
cause the price controls used by the Nix­ 
on Administration so far have been in­ 
effectual. 
“But with some observers predicting 
that a loaf of bread may soon cost as 
much as $1,” the newspaper said, “it is 
likely that the government will be forced 
to consider some form of export restric­ 
tion on grains.”

Northeastern Illinois University will 
also offer courses beginning in mid-Sep­ 
tember on psychology, teaching math­ 
ematics, television, mental health and 
treatment of reading difficulties.

Federal fu nds for law enforcement as­ 
sistance in the Chicago su bu rban area 
shou ld be u sed to imp rov e p olice commu ­ 
nications, bu Dd new cou rt facilities and 
p rev ent major crimes and dru g crimes, 
the Chicago-Cook Cou nty Criminal Ju s­ 
tice Commission said y esterday . 
The commission, which rev iews all 
requ ests for federal fu nding by criminal 
ju stice agencies in the metrop olitan 
area, y esterday ap p rov ed its 1974 p lan 
listing the three top su bu rban p roblems 
for which federal fu nds shou ld be sp ent 
du ring the coming y ear. 
The p lan also inclu des a list of ap p rox i­ 
mately 50 sp ecific p rojects recommended 
by the commission as su ggested way s of 
cop ing with the Chicago and su bu rban 
crime p roblems. 
AMO.VG the sp ecific p rojects inclu ded 
in the p lan list are: 
» 
S100,fKX) stu dy of the Cook Cou nty 
circu it cou rt facilities in su bu rban mu ­ 
nicip al districts which wou ld be financed 
with S75.000 in federal grant fu nds. 
• A $2 million p rogram to p rov ide ad­ 
ditional su bu rban cou rtrooms and locku p 
facilities which wou ld be financed with $1 
million in federal grant fu nds. 
• A $2,515,000 p rogram for designing 
commu nications sy stems and p u rchasing 
equ ip ment for su bu rban p olice commu ­ 
nications with $1,886,250 to be financed 
throu gh federal grant fu nds. 
• A $200,000 p ilot p rogram to decentra­ 
lize the ju v enile cou rt in one su bu rban 
cou rt district so that cu stody hearings 
and sentencing wou ld be held in the area 
where the ju v enile liv es. Federal fu nds 
wou ld p ay for $150,000 of the p ilot p roj­ 
ect. 
THE PLAN also inclu des basic p olicy 
and gu idelines for the commission to u se 
in rev iew ing requ ests for federal grants. 
A criminal ju stice commission sp okes­ 
man said the p lan for fiscal 1974 which 
began Ju ly 1 differs from p lans in earlier 
y ears. The new p lan singles ou t only the 
three highest p riority p roblems for which 
the $18.9 million in federal grants coming 
to this area du ring the y ear shou ld be 
sp ent. 
In other y ears the p lan often inclu ded 
p rojects dealing with a broader range of 
p roblems and totaling sev eral times the 
.» mou nt of federal fu nds which wou ld ac­ 
tu ally be av ailable. 
TlilS YEAR the state will hav e ap ­ 
p rox imately $33 million in federal grant 
fu nds for distribu tion throu gh the Illinois 
Law Enforcement Commission (ILEC), 
say s Daniel J. O’Connell, assistant direc­ 
tor of the local criminal ju stice commis­ 
sion. 
That means the fair share of the state 
fu nds for the metrop olitan area will be 
.<?18.9 million, O’Connell estimated. And 
I he 1974 p lan inclu des p rojects which to- 
:al only that figu re. 
The ne w p lan will mean it will be more 
difficu lt for su bu rban mu nicip alities to 


get federal fu nds for p rojects which fall 
ou tside the scop e of the three major 
p roblems, O'Connell said. It will also 
mean that the most imp ortant p roblems 
will be dealt with du ring the y ear, he 
said. 
O’Connell ex p lained the commission 
does not hav e sp ecific ap p lications either 
from the cou rt sy stem or from p olice de­ 
p artments for the fu nds earmarked in 
the 50 listed p rojects. Bu t he said that 
none of the p rojects w'ou ld be inclu ded if 
they were not at least being considered 
by v ariou s criminal ju stice agencies 
within the metrop olitan area. 
FOR EXAMPLE, he said, the circu it 
cou rt has not requ ested fu nds for the p i­ 
lot su bu rban ju v enile cou rt or annou nced 
which su bu rban district will be the loca­ 
tion for the p roject. Bu t the cou rt has 
considered the p Uot p roject. 
Two of the three City of Chicago p rob­ 
lems giv en p riority in the 1974 p lan are 
identical to those for the su bu rbs — the 
p rev ention of major crimes and the im­ 
p rov ing of cou rt p rocedu res and facil­ 
ities, O’Connell said. The third Chicago 
p roblem which wlU be giv en fu nding p ri­ 
ority is redu ction of the nu mber of offen­ 
ders who retu rn to criminal activ ities af­ 
ter they are released from jail. O’Connell 
noted that althou gh that p roblem is listed 
as one for the city , any p roject to redu ce 
su ch recidiv ism wou ld also help su bu r­ 
ban offenders becau se of the cou nty -wide 
sy stem of cou rts and jail facilities. 
When a criminal ju stice agency does 
p rop ose a sp ecific p rogram to the crimi­ 
nal ju stice commission it will be re­ 
v iewed to see whether it is in line with 
the 1974 p lan and then sent to the ILEC 
for fu nding with the local commission’s 
comments and its endorsement or rejec­ 
tion of the p rop osal. 
In addition to ap p rov ing the 1974 p lan 
y esterday , the commission ap p rov ed an 
ap p lication from the Cook Cou nty board 
for a $20,000 p roject to bu y additional ra­ 
dio equ ip ment for u se by Cook Cou nty 
Forest Preserv e Rangers on p atrol. 
ALSO APPROVED was a $1.1 million 
p rogram su bmitted by Chicago’s Alcohol­ 
ic Treatment Center to ex p and the cen­ 
ter’s in-p atient p rogram to treat women. 
In the p ast 16 y ears of its in-p atient op er­ 
ation the center has only treated males. 
The commission also ap p rov ed three- 
month financing to continu e a training 
p rogram for p ersonnel emp loy ed by the 
Cook Cou nty Dep artment of Corrections, 
Dep artment of Adu lt Probation, Sheriff’s 
Dep artment and Clerk of the Circu it 
Cou rt and to dev elop training for the 
staff of the Au dy Home. 
O’Connell said the commission also an­ 
nou nced the ap p ointment of Rosemont 
Police Chief Richard Drehobl to the com­ 
mission to rep lace Niles Police Chief 
Clarence Emerickson who resigned. Dre­ 
hobl was ap p ointed to the commission by 
Cook Cou nty Board Pres. George Du nne. 


Cig a ret smo k ing ma y so o n 
b e ^finished ^ in o ne na tio n 


HELSLXKI (LTD — Cigaret smoking 
in p u bic may become a criminal offense 
in Finland if a sp ecial gov ernment com­ 
mittee gets its way . 
A cigaret smoking committee has rec­ 
ommended to the gov ernment that smok­ 
ing be p rohibited or restricted in nearly 
all p u blic p laces. Breaking the law wou ld 
resu lt in a fine or jail. 
The committee also recommended that 
cigaret adv ertising be p rohibited, that to­ 
bacco not be sold to p ersons u nder 15, 
and that cigaret machines not be p laced 
in areas where children can readily u se 
them. 


THE .MINISTER of Social Affairs and 
Health has taken the rep ort u nder ad­ 
v isement and has circu lated it to sev eral 
gov ernment agencies. If the gov ernment 
accep ts it, the p rop osals w^)u ld be 
brou ght before Parliament. 
Professor Eero Tala, chairman of the 
committee, said general reaction to the 
rep ort has been fav orable. “Newsp ap ers 
from the far right to the far left hav e 
giv en u s fav orable headlines.” he said. 
“There is a feeling we shou ld do some­ 
thing to p rotect the nonsmoker.'’ 
The comm.ittee recommended that all 
offices, factories, hosp itals, schools and 
trains wou ld hav e to p rov ide sp ecial 
rooms for those wanting to smoke. .\ny - 
one who smoked in a general area and 
was asked to stop and refu sed cou ld be 
arrested. 


“THERE IS a general op inion that 
p etó le shou ld be allowed to smoke as 
mu ch as they want, bu t nonsmokers also 
hav e the right to fresh and clean air. 
Therefore, we think it is ju stified to hav e 
ru les 
restricting 
wliere 
p eop le 
can 
smoke,'’ Tala said. 
The committee ex emp ted cafes and 
restau rants from the restrictions becau se 
no one is forced to go to su ch p laces. 
Tala said. Ev en so. each estabhshment 
wou ld hav e to maintain su fficient v enti­ 
lation to ease smoke congestion. Banks 


and gov ernment offices were inclu ded on 
the list becau se p wp le hav e to go there 
for bu siness, he said. 
The committee was formed one y ear 
ago at the requ est of the Ministry of So­ 
cial Affairs and Health. 


“The ministry was concerned abou t 
the side effects of smoking among non- 
smokers,” Tala said. “There has been 
recent ev idence that nonsmokers do su f­ 
fer from the side effects of smoking. 
Headaches are the most p rev alent ail­ 
ments.”

Suburban priorities named 
Law enforcement 
plans approved 


Federal funds for law enforcement as­ 
sistance in the Chicago suburban area 
should be used to improve police commu­ 
nications, build new court facilities and 
prevent major crimes and drug crimes, 
the Chicago-Cook County Criminal Jus­ 
tice Commission said yesterday. 
The commission, which reviews all 
requests for federal funding by criminal 
justice 
agencies 
in 
the 
metropolitan 
area, yesterday approved its 1974 plan 
listing the three top suburban problems 
for which federal funds should be spent 
during the coming year. 
The plan also includes a list of approxi­ 
mately 50 specific projects recommended 
by the commission as suggested ways of 
coping with the Chicago and suburban 
crime problems. 
AMONG the specific projects included 
in the plan list are: 
° A $100,000 study of the Cook County 
circuit court facilities in suburban mu­ 
nicipal districts which would be financed 
with $75,000 in federal grant funds. 
• A $2 million program to provide ad­ 
ditional suburban courtrooms and lockup 
facilities which would be financed with $1 
million in federal grant funds. 
• A $2,515,000 program for designing 
communications systems and purchasing 
equipment for suburban police commu­ 
nications with $1,886,250 to be financed 
through federal grant funds. 
• A $200,000 pilot program to decentra­ 
lize the juvenile court in one suburban 
court district so that custody hearings 
and sentencing would be held in the area 
where the juvenile lives. Federal funds 
would pay for $150,000 of the pilot proj­ 
ect. 
THE PLAN also includes basic policy 
and guidelines for the commission to use 
in reviewing requests for federal grants. 
A criminal justice commission spokes­ 
man said the plan for fiscal 1974 which 
began July I differs from plans in earlier 
years. The new plan singles out only the 
three highest priority problems for which 
the $18.9 million in federal grants coming 
to this area during the year should be 
spent. 
In other years the plan often included 
projects dealing with a broader range of 
problems and totaling several times the 
amount of federal funds which would ac­ 
tually be available. 
THIS YEAR the state will have ap­ 
proximately $33 million in federal grant 
funds for distribution through the Illinois 
Law Enforcement Commission (ILEC), 
says Daniel J. O’Connell, assistant direc­ 
tor of the local criminal justice commis­ 
sion. 
That means the fair share of the state 
funds for the metropolitan area will be 
$18.9 million, O’Connell estimated. And 
the 1974 plan includes projects which to­ 
tal only that figure. 
The new plan will mean it will be more 
difficult for suburban municipalities to 


get federal funds for projects which fall 
outside the scope of the three major 
problems, O'Connell said. It will also 
mean that the most important problems 
will be dealt with during the year, he 
said. 
O’Connell explained the commission 
does not have specific applications either 
from the court system or from police de­ 
partments for the funds earmarked in 
the 50 listed projects. But he said that 
none of the projects wrould be included if 
they were not at least being considered 
by various criminal justice agencies 
within the metropolitan area. 
FOR EXAMPLE, he said, the circuit 
court has not requested funds for the pi­ 
lot suburban juvenile court or announced 
which suburban district will be the loca­ 
tion for the project. But the court has 
considered the pilot project. 
Two of the three City of Chicago prob­ 
lems given priority in the 1974 plan are 
identical to those for the suburbs — the 
prevention of major crimes and the im­ 
proving of court procedures and facil­ 
ities, O’Connell said. The third Chicago 
problem which will be given funding pri­ 
ority is reduction of the number of offen­ 
ders who return to criminal activities af­ 
ter they are released from jail. O’Connell 
noted that although that problem is listed 
as one for the city, any project to reduce 
such recidivism would also help subur­ 
ban offenders because of the county-wide 
system of courts and jail facilities. 
When a criminal justice agency does 
propose a specific program to the crimi­ 
nal justice commission it will be re­ 
viewed to see whether it is in line with 
the 1974 plan and then sent to the ILEC 
for funding with the local commission’s 
comments and its endorsement or rejec­ 
tion of the proposal. 
In addition to approving the 1974 plan 
yesterday, the commission approved an 
application from the Cook County board 
for a $20,000 project to buy additional ra­ 
dio equipment for use by Cook County 
Forest Preserve Rangers on patrol. 
ALSO APPROVED was a $1.1 million 
program submitted by Chicago’s Alcohol­ 
ic Treatment Center to expand the cen­ 
ter’s in-patient program to treat women. 
In the past 16 years of its in-patient oper­ 
ation the center has only treated males. 
The commission also approved three- 
month financing to continue a training 
program for personnel employed by the 
Cook County Department of Corrections, 
Department of Adult Probation, Sheriff’s 
Department and Clerk of the Circuit 
Court and to develop training for the 
staff of the Audy Home. 
O’Connell said the commission also an­ 
nounced the appointment of Rosemont 
Police Chief Richard Drehobl to the com­ 
mission to replace Niles Police Chief 
Clarence Emerickson who resigned. Dre­ 
hobl was appointed to the commission by 
Cook County Board Pres. George Dunne. 
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Cigaret smoking may soon 
he ‘finished’ in one nation 


HELSINKI (UPI) — Cigaret smoking 
in pubic may become a criminal offense 
in Finland if a special government com­ 
mittee gets its way. 
A cigaret smoking committee has rec­ 
ommended to the government that smok­ 
ing be prohibited or restricted in nearly 
all public places. Breaking the law w;ould 
result in a fine or jail. 


The committee also recommended that 
cigaret advertising be prohibited, that to­ 
bacco not be sold to persons under 15, 
and that cigaret machines not be placed 
in areas wThere children can readily use 
them. 


THE MINISTER of Social Affairs and 
Health has taken the report under ad­ 
visement and has circulated it to several 
government agencies. If the government 
accepts 
it, 
the proposals 
would 
be 
brought before Parliament. 
Professor Eero Tala, chairman of the 
committee, said general reaction to the 
report has been favorable. “Newspapers 
from the far right to the far left have 
given us favorable headlines,” he said. 
“There is a feeling we should do some­ 
thing to protect the nonsmoker.” 
The committee recommended that all 
offices, factories, hospitals, schools and 
trains would have to provide special 
rooms for those wanting to smoke. Any­ 
one who smoked in a general area and 
was asked to stop and refused could be 
arrested. 


“ THERE IS a general opinion that 
people should be allowed to smoke as 
much as they want, but nonsmokers also 
have the right to fresh and clean air. 
Therefore, we think it is justified to have 
rules 
restricting 
where 
people 
can 
smoke,” Tala said. 
The committee exempted cafes and 
restaurants from the restrictions because 
no one is forced to go to such places. 
Tala said. Even so, each establishment 
would have to maintain sufficient venti­ 
lation to ease smoke congestion.

Teacher leader predicts 
more strikes next year 


One of the leaders in the state's largest 
teachers association this week predicted 
an increase in teachers’ strikes in Illinois 
public schools next year. 
Curtis Plott, executive secretary of the 
Illinois Education Association, demanded 
the Illinois General Assembly pass a 
public employe bargaining law to relieve 
the “ crisis” situation in negotiations be­ 
tween teachers and school boards of edu­ 
cation. 
There have been 40 strikes in the past 
three years, Plott said, and this year 139 
teachers associations affiliated with the 
Illinois Education Association have not 
settled their contracts. Six schools in the 
Northwest suburbs are on Plott's list: 
Palatine Elementary Dist. 15, Prospect 
Heights Elementary Dist. 
23, Mount 
Prospect Elementary Dist. 57, Maine 
Township High School Dist. 207, Des

THE REASON IS simple: basicaUy , 
most Washing ton lawy ers are lobby ists 
for corporate interests. They are paid for 
their ability to g uide a client throug h the 
maze of the g ov ernment bureaucracy . 
Their critics arg ue that at times their 
skill v erg es on the immoral if not the 
illeg al. 


Ralph Nader, a Harv ard-trained law­ 
y er himself, once described the working s 
of Washing ton corporate lawy ers wiw 
battled him on consumer interests this 
way : 
“They are masters of the ex parte con­ 
tact, the priv ate deals, and tradeoffs, the 
g reasing of the corporate wheels, and the 
softening of the bureaucrats will.” 
The most freq uent criticism o t Wash­ 
ing ton lawy ers is the “rev olv ing door” 
the firms maintain with the g ov ernment. 
Many of the most influential Washing ton 
lawy ers hav e spent time in hig h g ov CTn- 
ment positions, or as adv isers to officials 
— including Presidents.

This type of easy access into the ranks 
of government is convertible into in­ 
fluence once the lawyer returns to pri­ 
vate practice, the critics argue. 


On a lower level, it is not uncommon 
for a commissioner of a regulatory agen­ 
cy to finish his term and then appear 
before the agency in the role of a private 
lawyer representing a corporate client. 


The reverse is eoually common — a 
Wasnington lawyer specializing in corpo­ 
rate interests being appointed to a regu­ 
latory agency, and thus being called on 
to regulate corporate interests, possibly 
including some former clients. 


IN CONGRESS, the Washington law­ 
yer’s role is more visible. As a lobbyist 
he provides a constant flow of informa­ 
tion to the lawmakers on issues his 
clients either support or oppose. 
In cases such as the fight over labeling 
cigarettes as a health hazard, or in the 
fierce fight over auto safety, critics ar­ 
gued that Washington lawyers put their 
clients’ interests ahead of the public in­ 
terest by opposing strict regulation. 
“Can a lawyer morally hide behind his 
role of the advocate when what he advo­ 
cates for his client is damaging to the 
public interest?” their critics asked. 
The lawyer’s reply is old and well 
founded: Everyone has a right to a law­ 
yer, including unpopular clients. (UPI)

R e s t a u r a n t customers may find 
changes in prices as well as menu selec­ 
tions in the coming weeks, says one in­ 
dustry leader. 
The beef shortage has made the pres­ 
sure on pork, poultry and fish prices 
“ terrible,” says Larry Buckmaster, ex­ 
ecutive director of the Chicago and Illi­ 
nois Restaurant Association. “ As a re­ 
sult, people are making dishes they’ve 
never made before — macaroni and 
cheese, spaghetti and meatballs, etc.,” 
he said. 
P R IC E IN C R EA SES can only reflect 
increased agricultural costs at this point, 
Buckmaster added, but “ restaurants are 
having an awful time because they’re in 
a squeeze. They don’t know how to price 
themselves right.” The result is a hap­ 
hazard pattern of price increaes, com­ 
mented Buckmaster. 
In some cases, a restaurant manager 
may swallow his cost increases because 
it s cheaper than trying to hire an ac­ 
countant to figure out how to split up the 
costs among various items on the menu. 
Buckmaster conceded, “ There’s a lot 
of truth” to the rumors that new cuts of 
beef may be dreamed up by some sup­ 
pliers in their efforts to charge higher 
prices. 
“ AND TH E Q UALITY isn t as good,” 
he said of beef supplies. “ We only know 
about two restaurants which have been 
forced to close their doors during the 
(beef price) freeze, but there isn’t the 
good beef available. Restaurants used to 
buy the better quality beef. Now they 
must compete with the housewife for 
existing supplies. 
The local association, along with 43 
other state restaurant organizations, ap­ 
pealed to President Nixon to lift the 
freeze on beef prices before the sched­ 
uled Sept. 12 date. 
As soon as the freeze is lifted, predicts 
Buckmaster, beef prices “ will shoot up.”

People who specify brick when they 
are house hunting or planning to build a 
home generally are interested in the fact 
that brick requires less maintenance 
than wood. 
But no home, even brick, is mainte­ 
nance free. WTiile you v^ill not have to 
paint your house as often this doesn’t 
mean that you can ignore the place. 
Trim v^iri need painting just as it does 
on any house and it will have to be done 
with great care to avoid splashing paint 
on the brick. Use plenty of drop cloths 
and work carefully. Use regular trim col­ 
ors and if the trim is white, use a white 
designed for trim use, not a regular 
white house paint. 
Ordinarv' house paint chalks. Use a 
non-chalking white to avoid stains on the 
brick. (So-called self-cleaning paints are 
paints that chalk.) 
ONE PRO BLEM you should be aware 
of is crumbling mortar. Brick walls and 
brick foundations of wood houses should 
be checked for mortar joints that are 
starting to crumble. Neglect will cause 
damp spots on indoor walls. 
Use a screw^driver to probe mortar 
joints for loose material. Remove loose 
mortar with a hammer and chisel, leav­ 
ing sound areas alone. Clean out frag­ 
ments with a wire brush. 
Repairing mortar joints, unlike paint­ 
ing, can be done a little at a time. Use a 
prepared mortar mix and mix only what 
you w ill use in a short time. The mix 
comes in dry form and water is added. 
BEFO RE YOU do any mixing, hose 
down the surface so that it is completely 
wet. If you apply fresh mortar to a dry 
surface' it will dry too quickly and 
crumble. If this happens clean out the 
joint and start again. Remember to wet 
it down this time. 
Apply fresh mortar with a pointing 
trowel. Use the end of the trowel to in­ 


dent the mortar slightly while it is still 
fresh. This not only looks better, it helps 
shed water. 
Keep water and rags handy to wipe off 
mortar that gets smeared on the brick. 
Keep new mortar joints wet for several 
days. Adjust the hose nozzle for a fine 
spray. 
BRICK STEPS 
are 
another 
place 
where trouble can start. If the mortar 
joint has been allowed to deteriorate too 
much there can be damage because of 
the weight on the steps. This will result 
in loose bricks, even cracking. 
Slight wear reqires only the treatment 
described above. But if you find bricks 
that are wobbling or breaking, then other 
methods are in order. 
Break away the mortar so that you can 
remove the brick. Clean off the rest of 
the mortar, both from the steps and from 
the brick you have removed. Set the 
brick in a pail of water to soak. Except 
for the side that will show, cover the 
brick all around with mortar and set in 
place. Finish filling the joints with mor­ 
tar. 
After the brick has had a chance to 
stand for a time, smooth the mortar 
joint. Keep wet for several days. Do not 
allow the repaired area of the steps to be 
used for several days or until you are 
sure the new- brick is soundly set.

People who specify brick when they 
are house hunting or planning to build a 
home generally are interested in the fact 
that brick requires less maintenance 
than wood. 
But no home, even brick, is mainte­ 
nance free. While you will not have to 
paint your bouse as often this doesn't 
mean that you can ignore the place. 
Trim will need painting just as it does 
on any house and it will have to be done 
with great care to avoid splashing paint 
on the brick. Use plenty of drop cloths 
and wrork carefully. Use regular trim col­ 
ors and if the trim is white, use a white 
designed for trim use, not a regular 
white house paint. 
Ordinary house paint chalks, Use a 
non-cbaIking white to avoid stains on the 
brick. (So-called self-cleaning paints are 
paints that chalk.) 
ONE PROBLEM you should be aware 
of is crumbling mortar. Brick walls and 
brick foundations of wood houses should 
be checked for mortar joints that are 
starting to crumble. Neglect will cause 
damp spots on indoor walls. 
Use a screwdriver to probe mortar 
joints for loose material. Remove loose 
mortar with a hammer and chisel, leav­ 
ing sound areas alone. Clean out frag­ 
ments with a wire brush. 
Repairing mortar joints, unlike paint­ 
ing, can be done a little at a time. Use a 
prepared mortar mix and mix only what 
you will use in a short time. The mix 
comes in dry form and water is added. 
BEFORE YOU do any mixing, hose 
down the surface so that it is completely 
wet. If you apply fresh mortar to a dry 
surface it will dry too quickly and 
crumble.

Condominium explosion hits all ages 


One day, tome builders may have time 
to just sit back, analyze and then explain 
the sudden surge of demand for con­ 
dominiums that erupted on the housing 
scene back in 1970. 
“Right now, however, they really have 
their hands full m erely trying to keep up 
with the burgeoning condo demand,” de­ 
clares Robert W. Gaber, president of 
Conco Mortgage Company, a San Fran­ 
cisco-based national mortgage banking 
and brokerage organization. 
“ Unlike some housing trends of the 
past,” Gaber points out, “ condominiums 
did not emerge quietly — slowly gaining 
popularity. Instead, an explosion of de­ 
mand reached, almost overnight, boom 
proportions.” 
A recent national survey, he notes, 
shows that condominium buyers have 
very definite preferences. 
A total of 800 potential buyers who 
were shopping for condominium units 
were queried. The survey sampled m ar­ 
ried couples and singles ranging in age 
from 20 to 67 — and from every region of 
the country. 
According to the study, some 68 per 
cent of those potential buyers between 20 
and 30 years of age indicated a marked 
preference for condominium units built 


as townhouses and cluster homes. 
Low-rise garden type units were the 
choice of 21 per cent of those in that age 
bracket and high-rise units were sought 
by ll per cent. Of the potential buyers 
between 30 and 40. some 56 per cent were 
in favor of townhouse and cluster units, 
27 per cent were looking for low-rise 
units and 17 per cent preferred high-rise 
developments. 
High-rise units were favored by 40 per 
cent of shoppers in the 40-to-50 age 
bracket; 39 per cent sought townhouses 
and clusters; 21 per cent stipulated low- 
rise condominium units. 
The low-rise unit, according to the sur­ 
vey, was favored by 44 per cent of those 
prospective buyers in the 50-to-60 age 
group. W ithin this group 29 per cent in­ 
dicated a preference for townhouses and 
27 per cent favored sauna baths; and 


Of the over-60 buyers, 37 per cent were 
looking for low-rise garden type con­ 
dominium units — 35 per cent wanted 
townhouses and 28 per cent preferred 
high-rise projects. 
As for extras or amenities that are 
considered a must, swimming pools led 
the list. Some 94 per cent of the 800 po­ 
tential condominium buyers said the de­ 
velopment they choose must have a pool. 
Tennis courts were considered impor­ 
tant by 38 per cent of those questioned; 
27 per cent fabored sauna baths; and 
more than 25 per cent wanted golf put­ 
ting greens. 
Gaber says, “ Price and geographical 
location obviously are important consid­ 
erations for condo buyers in all 
age 
groups. 
“ The condo is here to stay — and for a 
long, long tim e.”

That is the finding of Mel Collins, a 


condominium proponent since 1965, who 
is now developing 60-unit The Churchill 
in downtown Glen Ellyn. 
The Churchill is Collins’ third Glen El- 
I ’aird & Warner reports 
record sales volume 


Baird & Warner, Inc., one of the Chi­ 
cago area’s leading real estate organiza­ 
tions, reported that its sales divisions 
scored a 30 per cent gain in dollar vol­ 
ume and a IO per cent rise in unit sales 
during the first half of 1973 compared to 
the same period last year. 
Both achievements set new first-half 
performance records for the company 
which finished 1972 with all-time highs in 
both dollar and unit sales. Pounded in 
1855, the company currently has 30 sales 
offices serving the Chicago area. 
For the first half, unit volume rose 
from 1.988 sales participations last year 
to 2,180 units for the current reporting 
period, a gain of 9.44 per cent. Dollar 
volume in the January-June period sur­ 
ged to $130,337,059, an increase of 30 per 
cent over last year’s $100,454,168 for the 
same period. 


Brisk sales activity was sustained in 
the month of June, despite reports of a 
downturn in mortgage money and credit 
terms resulting from a decline in savings 
flow. 
FOR THE MONTH, dollar volume sky­ 
rocketed to $21,985,742 from $14,115,727, a 
gain of 55.7 per cent for the month, while 
unit production was up 17.7 per cent to 
365 units from 310 last June.

ing only a nominal monthly fee for hav- 
i n g 
various 
services 
performed... 
among them, snow-shoveling, grass-cut­ 
ting, exterior upkeep and maintenance 
as well as management.’’ 


Collins notes that more renters are be­ 
coming customers than before. A recent 
tally showed 40 per cent in tbs category, 
compared with a former 20 per cent ra­ 
tio, which is more in line with the accept­ 
ed national average. 


“Also,” he says, “there is a noticeable 
increase of potential purchasers living a 
distance from our immediate area. Ear­ 
lier, the vast majority came from a five- 
mile radius, and, most of them from 
Glen Ellyn.”

THOSE ASSOCIATED with the ChUd 
and Family Services Op« i must have 
b een incensed at the pathetic television 
coverage of this LPGA event. 


A little over 12,000 golf fans turned out 
at the north sub urb an course located in 
Wadsworth, just west of Wauk egan. 
Many sub urb an golf fanatics prob ab ly 
had troub le just finding Wadsworth on 
the map. Coupled with the fact that Mid­ 
lane wasn’t and prob ab ly still isn’t a 
housriwld word, the threexiay attend­ 
ance totals fell ab out 6,000 shwt of the 
hoped for amount. 


Here was a professional golf tourna­ 
ment that failed to receive the pub licity 
it deserved b ecause at least one local 
station “ran overtime.” 


That was the excuse given b y Bob 
Smith, NBC-TV’s sports announcer, late 
Friday night after not even mentioning 
the tourney. Instead, the scores of some 
exhib ition footb all games were given as 
well as film highlights of the Cub and 
Sox losses. Who cares? 


Despite this setb ack , Bob Wileman, 
tournament director for several LPGA 
events, sa>^ another tour event in Chi- 
cagoland “is 98 per cent certain, though 
it may b e held at a different course.” 


Here was a chance to have some b rief 
highUghts of the opening round as weU 
as mentioning who the leadCTs were. Nei­ 
ther was presented. 
Most of the stations gave little or no 
coverage the remaining two days. 


Johnson isn’t saying whether or not his 
organization is look ing into other sites, 
b ut reactions from others seems to sug­ 
gest that it will b e considered. 


We did receive fantastic coverage of 
Stan Mik ita. AU Chicagoland slept weU 
Friday night k nowing Stan signed a new 
contract with the Black Hawk s. 


Although total gate receipts (“We 
havent even b rought the money from the 
b ank in Gurnee yet.”) haven’t b een tab u­ 
lated to determine whether or not the 
tourney took a b ig b ath, Johnson is al­ 
ready looking ahead to next year.

Besides the Child and Family Services 
yp en in 1974, the Women’s Open will also 
>e in the Chicago area, the latter b eing 
It LaGrange. .\ltb ough the tourneys are 
iver a month apart, some have said that 
iversaturatk m will cut down the crowds 
■or the Child and Family event which fol­ 
lows the most prestigious tourney on the 
iromen’s tour. Johnson disagrees.

Undetected as a former 21-game 
winner and World Series hero, he was 
pronounced unfit for a b aseb all career. 
Bouton had a good laugh and it made the 
nation’s newspapers. 
Rob ert “Bo” Belinsk y, b aseb all b lack 
sheep, is a man so far from the news he 
seems exiled to anonymity. It is a safe 
place for someone who won only 28 ma­ 
jor league games. 
Baseb all’s higher echelon hates Bouton 
and his first b ook. “Ball Four.” We 
k now this is true b ecause Bouton says so. 
Bouton’s typewriter could undermine The 
Great American Game. 
When America thought its b aseb all 
heroes were straight arrow milk drin­ 
k ers, Belinsk y entertained the ladies, 
drank the b ub b ly and oozed of overt sex­ 
uality. That is why b aseb all could do 
without Bo Belinsk y. 
Bouton’s third b ook and Allen’s work 
ab out no-hit pitcher Belinsk y are very 
different. The Bouton b ook compiles arti­ 
cles ab out b aseb all’s most famous — and 
infamous — field generals. 
“BO” b y Allen, veteran New York 
Post sportswriter, is a touching and very 
human story ab out Belinsk y who rode a 
May 5, 1962, no-hitter and his candyapple 
C a d i l l a c to fame. When Belinsk y 
crashes, Allen’s deft writing leaves a 
lump in your throat.

It resurrects 
some of the grand old names and b ares 
lany tales ab out each. 
Many of b aseb all’s finest w rit^ 
recount the stories. There is Bob Consid- 
ine on Connie Mack . Melvin Durslag on 
Walter Alston. Roger Kahn on Leo Duro- 
cher. Ed Linn on Casey Stengel. 
Also, there are Hall-of-Fame pitcher 
Christy Mathewson on John McGraw, 
plus ex-b aseb all executive Bill Veeck on 
Ralph Houk , Yogi Berra and Johnny 
Keane. 
And, of course, there is some Jim Bou­ 
ton. He writes on Dick Williams and Joe 
Schultz while adding comments else­ 
where.

“I’m going to take tomorrow off and 
play golf,’’ Dana Johnson said Tuesday. 


This Buffalo Grove resident had just 
lived through a dream which began back 
in 1968 “when I first started to try and 
find a course. The nitty gritty part of it 
began about a year ago,” he said. 


During this past year the Chicago- 
based charity organization has been 
working with volunteers 
at Midlane 
Country Club to make the Ladies Profes­ 
sional Golf Association tournament an 
annual event. The results brought mixed 
emotions. 


“I was pretty happy with it,” said 
Johnson. “I told several people I thought 
it was a big success in every way except 
financially. I must admit that I didn’t 
expect it to be a big success (financial­ 
ly).” 


A little over 12,000 golf fans turned out 
at the north suburban course located in 
Wadsworth, just west of Waukegan. 
Many suburban golf fanatics probably 
had trouble just finding Wadsworth on 
the map. Coupled with the fact that Mid­ 
lane wasn’t and probably still isn't a 
household word, the three-day attend­ 
ance totals fell about 6,000 short of the 
hoped for amount. 


Despite this setback, Bob Wileman, 
tournament director for several LPGA 
events, says another tour event in Chi- 
cagoland “is 98 per cent certain, though 
it may be held at a different course.” 


Johnson isn’t saying whether or not his 
organization is looking into other sites, 
but reactions from others seems to sug­ 
gest that it will be considered. 


Although total gate receipts (“We 
havent even brought the money from the 
bank in Gurnee yet.” ) haven't been tabu­ 
lated to determine whether or not the 
tourney took a big bath, Johnson is al­ 
ready looking ahead to next year. 


“We’ve showed that we could bring a 
womens tour event to Chicago,” said 
Johnson, referring to all the big sponsors 
who were reluctant to back his inaugural 
tourney. “Now maybe they’ll come forth. 


“The plusses were that everybody — 
everybody had a great time and really 
enjoyed themselves,” continued Johnson. 
“Another plus was that the people got 
exposed to wom3n’s golf. 
People I 
overheard said they never saw women 
play before but really enjoyed it. I had 
the feeling that they might talk with 
friends. . . .** 


Besides the Child and Family Services 
Open in 1974, the Women’s Open will also 
be in the Chicago area, the latter being 
at LaGrange. Although the tourneys are 
over a month apart, some have said that 
oversaturation will cut down the crowds 
for the Child and Family event which fol­ 
lows the most prestigious tourney on the 
women's tour. Johnson disagrees. 


‘There’s precedent for holding two 
women’s tournaments so close together. ” 
he said. “On Aug. 31 the Women s tour 
goes to Fort Worth. The next week 
they’re at Dallas.” 


If Dana Johnson was feeling even a 
little down after last week s torrid sched­ 
ule, his first thank you note arrived to 
buoy his spirits. LeNore Besserra. a rela­ 
tive unknown who finished far down in 
the tourney s final standings, sent the 
first one. 
‘Acts like these make it all seem worth­ 
while. Right, Dana?

COMPETING FOR headlines and tele­ 
vision coverage with the LPGA event 
was the PGA in Cleveland. 


When Jack Nicklaus is challenging for 
an unprecedented 14th major title and 
$45,000, the women’s tourney — a $30,000 
total purse — suffers. 


As runnerup Bruce Crampton said, “It 
was a pleasure to be an eyewitness to 
history being made.” Some of the golf 
fans who might have been at Midlane 
decided to stay home and also see big 
Jack rewrite the record books. 


PEOPLE HAVE been buzzing about 
the accomplishments of Tom Weiskopf 
during the past couple of months. Head­ 
ing into the PGA he had Five firsts, one 
second, two thirds and one fifth. 


But can you Imagine the streak Nick­ 
laus could conceivably run off if he 
played every week like Weiskopf? Pick­ 
ing and choosing his tourneys, Nicklaus 
has totaled five victories in 15 appear­ 
ances this year, including 13 times in the 
top IO! 


His fellow pros must get down on their 
knees each night and give thanks for 
Jack’s being a devoted family man. 


He’d also easily be the leading money 
winner this year if he played a little 
more. Crampton, who has played in just 
about every’ tourney, is only about $25,000 
ahead of the Golden Bear.

We are a nation of people punch drunk 
from sports coverage. 
That other Melting Pot — the mass 
media of radio, television, newspapers 
and magazines — provides a never-end­ 
ing barrage that’s almost too much to 
bear. 
Sadly, too much is “surface” reporting 
— who homered in which inning and the 
new score. Flesh and blood people are 
engulfed in statistics. 
Two new baseball books help strip 
away the gap left by “surface” report­ 
ing. They are: 
“I Managed Good, But Boy Did They 
Play Bad” by Jim Bouton and research­ 
er Nel Offen for $7.95 from Playboy 
Press in Chicago, and; 
“BO/Pitching and Wooing” by Maury 
Allen for S6.95 from Dial Press in New 
York. 
James Allen Bouton, baseball black 
sheep, is a man making news. Bouton 
recently attended a New York Yankee 
tryout. Undetected as a former 21-game 
winner and World Series hero, he was 
pronounced unfit for a baseball career. 
Bouton had a good laugh and it made the 
nation’s newspapers. 
Robert “Bo” Belinsky, baseball black 
sheep, is a man so far from the news he 
seems exiled to anonymity. It is a safe 
place for someone who won only 28 ma­ 
jor league games. 
Baseball’s higher echelon hates Bouton 
and his first book, “Ball Four.” We 
know this is true because Bouton says so. 
Bouton’s typewriter could undermine The 
Great American Game. 
When America thought its baseball 
heroes were straight arrow milk drin­ 
kers, Belinsky entertained the ladies, 
drank the bubbly and oozed of overt sex­ 
uality. That is why baseball could do 
without Bo Belinsky. 
Bouton’s third book and Allen’s work 
about no-hit pitcher Belinsky are very 
different. The Bouton book compiles arti­ 
cles about baseball’s most famous — and 
infamous — field generals. 
“BO” by Allen, veteran New York 
Post sportswriter, is a touching and very 
human story about Belinsky who rode a 
May 5, 1962, no-hitter and his candyapple 
C a d i l l a c to fame. When Belinsky 
crashes, Allen’s deft writing leaves a 
lump in your throat. 
Unlike “Ball Four,” the recount of 
Bouton’s 1969 season which caught base­ 
ball with Its pants down, “I Managed 
Good” has lasting value. It resurrects 
some of the grand old names and bares 
zany tales about each. 
Many of 
baseball’s finest writers 
recount the stories. There is Bob Consid- 
ine on Connie Mack. Melvin Durslag on 
W’alter Alston. Roger Kahn on Leo Duro- 
cher. Ed Linn on Casey Stengel. 
Also, there are Hall-of-Fame pitcher 
Christy Mathewson on John McGraw, 
plus ex-baseball executive Bill Veeck on 
Ralph Houk, Yogi Berra and Johnny 
Keane. 
And, of course, there is some Jim Bou­ 
ton. He writes on Dick Williams and Joe 
Schultz while adding comments else­ 
where.

The Bouton wit: 
On managing: “ .\s a play er I could get 
drunk in the back of the bus with the rest 
of the guy s and forget where I was. .\s a 
manager I’d hav e to sit up in the front of 
the bus with the coaches. This is v er>’ 
similar to sitting alone.”

Rocky 
Bridges: 
“ The 
reason 
Bridges was a great (minor league) 
manager was that he understood that 
baseball is supposed to be mainly fun. 
That’s probably why my fav orite man­ 
ager has nev er managed in the big 
leagues.”

Similarly it 
doesn't matter a lot when the calories 
are spent — whether you exercise in the 
morning, at noon, in the evening or even 
get out of bed at midnight and run two 
miles. 
F.\T DEPOSITS are calories available 
to spend, just as your bank balance is 
cash available to spend. If you're not 
putting in enough money, you use your 
checking account balance to meet your 
needs. 
The body does the same thing, if 
you're not eating enough calories you use 
the fat deposits of calories to provide the 
body's calorie needs. This is why a per­ 
son on a reducing diet with very few fat 
calories in the diet still uses a large por­ 
tion of calories from fat — the fat ca­ 
lories that are already in the body avail­ 
able for use. 
When a person is under starvation con­ 
ditions, such as being in a plane that 
crashed in an area where no food is 
available, like in the Arctic, the body 
spends the fat deposits to meet the ener­ 
gy needs of the body. This will continue 
until all of the fat deposits are gone. At 
that point, tlie protein in the muscles is 
mobilized, cov erted to sugar by the liver, 
and used for energy. 
You may recall that the emaciated war 
prisoners from World War II had lost 
muscle mass. This occurs because the 
muscle protein was mobilized and con­ 
verted to blood sugar (glucose) for the 
body's vital energy needs. This is an im­ 
portant lesson about protein — the body 
can and does convert it to glucose and 
e.xcess glucose is converted to fat. 
IT IS rsr.^LLY better to have mul­ 
tiple small meals than any one single 
large meal. One must be careful that 
frequent meals don't become multiple 
large meals.

Most of the children, too, were bora re­ 
tarded and destined to Uve the same type 
of helpless life their parents did. So the 
Association was formed originally to con­ 
trol the birth rate among the retarded. 
‘‘Today we feel sterilization is a good 
and satisfactory method (rf birth control 
for the population in ^neral.” 
Dr. Wood’s group has run into opposi­ 
tion in this country — prim arily from re­ 
ligious groups. But he thinks the attitude 
toward sterilizatkm wiU change drasti­ 
cally.

TO H ELP M EET the increased costs 
for automatic increases in benefits, the 
Social Security law also provides for

amount of annual earnings on which So­ 
cial Security contributions are paid and 
benefits are based. 


Increase in the base go into effect 
when automatic benefit increases be­ 
come effective and w ill go up in propor­ 
tion to rises in average wages covered 
by Social Security. But this will occur if 
that average has increased since the 
base or benefits were most recently in­ 
creased. 
“ Benefit improvements in the past, 
while not automatic, have been substan­ 
tial. Just in the past five years, Congress 
has legislated increases amounting to 70 


per cent of average benefits paid out,’* 
Mr. Thoresen said. 


Q.—I have a household worker who 
does not wish to have her earnings re­ 
ported to Social Security. She insists on 
being paid the full amount of wages with­ 
out any deductions. I have not reported 
her earnings as I am afraid she ihight 
quit. Is this wrong? 


A —If you pay a household worker $50 
or mwe in cash wages in a calendar 
quarter, 
social security contributions 
must be reported and paid to the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service. You may deduct 
5.85 per cent from the worker’s cash 
wages or pay part of the contribution 
yourself. Your share of the contribution 
is an equal amount. Write or phone the 
Arlington Heights Social Security office 
and ask for pamphlet entitled Social Se­ 
curity and Your Household Employee. 


Q—Am I responsible fw pajrment of 
m y taxes on wages not previously re­ 
ported for a domestic or household em­ 
ployee? 


A—The time lim it set by the law for 
correcting anyone’s earnings record (3 
years, 3 months and 15 days) does not 
apply to wages paid in a period by an 
employer wdw made no report of any 
w ages paid to the worker. The employer 
is responsible for payment of both the 
employer’s and employe’s share o i the 
taxes due and may be subject to a penal­ 
ty for failure to r^xirt on time. Domestic 
service has been covered by Social Se­ 
curity since 1950.

An armchair philosopher could sit back 
today and reflect upon our country’s so­ 
cial circumstances.

NEW YORK — A dru nken gu nman 
shot and killed one man and wou nded 
two others recently on 134th Street in 
Manhattan. Then, according to police re­ 
ports, angry neighbors of the v ictims 
chas« l the killer, su bdu ed him, “beat his 
goddamn head in,” and tu rned him ov er 
to au thorities. 
The incident was \1ewed by police, 
press and many desperate New Yorkers 
as another in a recent series of similar 
ev ents that may indicate a new citizen 
determination to help the police do some­ 
thing abou t crime in the streets. 
According to the trend theory , people 
are fed u p with being pu shed arou nd by 
thu gs. No longer will diey merely stand 
by in fear and docility while their neigh­ 
bors are being v ictimized. Manhattan po­ 
lice report that shortly after the incident 
on 134th Street 30 tax i driv ers chased the 
su spects of an armed robbery and held 
them, too, for arrest. 
WHAT’S MORE, the hope is that the 
phenomemm is spreading to the rest of 
the nation. Sev eral u rban papers hav e 
recently commented on “citizen actions” 
in their own cities. In an su bu rb of New­ 
ark, for ex ample, three little girls 
spotted a su permarket break-in, phoned 
the cops, gav e a description of the geta­ 
way car, and, q u ick as one cou ld y ell 
“Stop-y ou -dirty -thief,” the bandit was 
hau led to the clink. 
To be su re, it is no wonder people grab 
onto su ch occu rrences as “trends.”

Police, while happy that 
people may be coming ou t of their co­ 
coons, hav e cau tioned citizen activ ists 
not to take the law into their own hands. 
“Stopping a criminal is one thing,” 
sa>'s a P.D. spokesman, “bu t kicking his 
teeth in is another. Police cannot act as 
ju dge and ju ries, so neither shou ld regu ­ 
lar citizens.” 
THE AMERICAN Civ il Liberties

Police growing more concerned as citizens

NEW YORK — A drunken gunman 
shot and killed one man and wounded 
two others recently on 134th Street in 
Manhattan. Then, according to police re­ 
ports, angry neighbors of the victims 
chased the killer, subdued him, “beat his 
goddamn head in,” and turned him over 
to authorities. 
The incident was viewed by police, 
press and many desperate New Yorkers 
as another in a recent series of similar 
events that may indicate a newT citizen 
determination to help the police do some­ 
thing about crime in the streets. 
According to the trend theory, people 
are fed up with being pushed around by 
thugs. No longer will they merely stand 
by in fear and docility while their neigh­ 
bors are being victimized. Manhattan po­ 
lice report that shortly after the incident 
on 134th Street 30 taxi drivers chased the 
suspects of an armed robbery and held 
them, too, for arrest. 
WHAT’S MORE, the hope is that the 
phenomenon is spreading to the rest of 
the nation. Several urban papers have 
recently commented on ‘‘citizen actions” 
in their own cities. In an suburb of New­ 
ark, for example, three little girls 
spotted a supermarket break-in, phoned 
the cops, gave a description of the geta­ 
way car, and, quick as one could yell 
“Stop-you-dirty-thief,” the bandit was 
hauled to the clink. 
To be sure, it is no wonder people grab 
onto such occurrences as “trends.” 


NW educational 
co-op announces 
$339,400 grants 


Gloria Kinney, executive director of 
the Northwest Educational Cooperative, 
last week announced the receipt of 
grants totaling $339,400 for operation of 
two programs for the 1973-74 school year. 
A total of $278,400 was approved by the 
Office of the Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction department of bilingual and mi­ 
grant education, to operate the bilingual 
education service center. The center is 
administered by the cooperative and is 
located in Mount Prospect but serves all 
school districts in the state outside Chi­ 
cago. 
Staffed by nine professional and cleri­ 
cal personnel, the center provides in-ser­ 
vice training for teachers and adminis­ 
trators, and a variety of consultant help 
in materials selection and program de­ 
velopment. Mrs. Maria Swanson is direc­ 
tor of the center. 
The state superintendents department 
of gifted children also approved $61,000 
to support activities of the North Subur­ 
ban Area Service Center for Gifted Chil­ 
dren which serves a six-county area in 
northeast Illinois. Marilynn Meissner is 
director of the gifted program with of­ 
fices in Arlington Heights. 
The center trains educators in tech­ 
niques 
for teaching 
gifted 
children 
through consultant and workshop activi­ 
ties. It also maintains a library of mate­ 
rials suited for use with gifted children. 
An assistant director and clerical person­ 
nel comprise the center staff. 
The cooperative’s member districts are 
elementary' and high schools in Wheel­ 
ing, Palatine, Prospect Heights, Arling­ 
ton Heights, River Trails, Schaumburg 
and Elk Grove Village.

Collecting Coins 
by Mort Reed 


In response to inquiries for a more un­ 
derstandable description of a 
Numi- 
- stamp, the sketch illustration depicts a 
Ty pe III United States Dime Xumislamp 
commemorating the coin in the photo­ 
graph. The word Numistamp is a con­ 
traction of the word numismatic prefix ed 
to the word stamp, indicating the article 
is of a numismatic nature. 
The perforation has absolutely nothing 
to do with its purpose other than to giv e 
a slightly decorativ e touch, but only the 
design properties found on the coin itself 
appear inside the border. The difference 
.between the coin obv erse display ed on 
the numistamp and the actual coin lies in 
its ov erall size. Each coin reproduction 
must measure no more nor less than one 
inch in diameter regardless of its legal 
size. 


This, along with other prev entativ e 
measures, insures against use for count­ 
erfeiting. The rev erse design and in­ 
scription is obv iously not av ailable for 
such purposes since the issuing authority 
and denomination are placed on a hori­ 
zontal plane rather than in radius as 
they would be seen on a coin. 
E .U ll MED.\L measures 2 and one- 
fourth inch in length, 1 and three-eighths 
inch in width and approx imately one- 
eighth inch thick when y ou include the 


high relief of the central figure, which is 
much higher than the profile on the coin. 
Each of the 118 pieces is plated accord­ 
ing to the finish of the coin represented. 
Large and small one-cent piec-es are cop­ 
per; fiv e-cent pieces are nickel; dimes, 
quarters, half dollars and dollars are sil­ 
v er and gold coins are gold plated. 
To enhance the Collectors Numistamp 
Ty pe Set, each coin is dated the first 
y ear of issue and no mint marks are 
shown ex cept in the case of the 1942-1945 
J efferson nickel, which did bear a large 
letter “ P” abov e the dome of Monticello 
to show it was struck at the Philadelphia 
Mint. 
On completion of the 118 general circu­ 
lation cwnage issues. United States Nu- 
mistamp will produce a 5 0-piece set of 
United States commemorativ e coins is­ 
sued between 1892 and 1951. Following 
the commemorativ e series, ev ery effort 
will be made to issue all known rarities 
not prev iously included in 118 piece set.

Collecting Coins 


by Mort Reed 


In response to inquiries for a more un­ 
derstandable description of a 
Numi­ 
stamp, the sketch illustration depicts a 
Type III United States Dime Numistamp 
commemorating the coin in the photo­ 
graph. The word Numistamp is a con­ 
traction of the word numismatic prefixed 
to the word stamp, indicating the article 
is of a numismatic nature. 
The perforation has absolutely nothing 
to do with its purpose other than to Hive 
a slightly decorative touch, but only the 
design properties found on the coin itself 
appear inside the border. The difference 
between the coin obverse displayed on 
the numistamp and the actual coin lies in 
its overall size. Each coin reproduction 
must measure no more nor less than one 
inch in diameter regardless of its legal 
size.

This, along with other preventative 
measures, insures against use for count­ 
erfeiting. The reverse design and in­ 
scription is obviously not available for 
such purposes since the issuing authority 
and denomination are placed on a hori­ 
zontal plane rather than in radius as 
they would be seen on a coin. 
EACH MEDAL measures 2 and one- 
fourth inch in length, I and three-eighths 
inch in width and approximately one- 
eighth inch thick when you include the 


high relief of the central figure, which is 
much higher than the profile on the coin. 
Each of the 118 pieces is plated accord­ 
ing to the finish of the coin represented. 
Large and small one-cent pieces are cop­ 
per; five-eent pieces are nickel; dimes, 
quarters, half dollars and dollars are sil­ 
ver and gold coins are gold plated. 
To enhance the Collectors Numistamp 
Type Set, each coin is dated the first 
year of issue and no mint marks are 
shown except in the case of the 1942-1945 
Jefferson nickel, which did bear a large 
letter “P ” above the dome of Monticello 
to show it was struck at the Philadelphia 
Mint. 
On completion of the 118 general circu­ 
lation coinage issues, United States Nu­ 
mistamp will produce a 50-piece set of 
United States commemorative coins is­ 
sued between 1892 and 1951. Following 
the commemorative series, every effort 
will be made to issue all known rarities 
not previously included in 118 piece set. 


IN RECENT WEEKS. United States 
Numistamp has issued the Type I and 
Type II Buffalo nickels dated 1913; the 
Type I 1938 Jefferson nickel and 1942 
“Silver” Jefferson nickel with the Type I 
and Type ll U.S. dimes dated 1897 and 
1898 due to be released before Aug. 15. 
Added to the six-piece small cent series 
already concluded makes a total of 16 
Numistamps finished. The balance will 
be minted at the rate of three per month 
until the first of the year when produc­ 
tion will be stepped up to allow one Nu­ 
mistamp per week.

Highway’s Robot confounds family

WASHINGTON — In an effort to better 
understand the growing American inter­ 
est in recreational vehicles for camping, 
my family has borrowed a 21-foot motor 
home.

The driver gave me a quick instruc­ 
tional course in engineering, explaining 
where to put the propane gas, how to 
man the water pump and how to activate 
the generator for independent luxury 
camping. After he departed, with what 
seemed like immense relief, we were 
joined by a swarm of neighborhood chil­ 
dren, and we buzzed over the van like 
honeybees in a fertile field of clover. 
At the end of an hour, feeling like we 
knew every chrome crack and cranny of 
the motor home, we withdrew to sit on 
the front steps to look at the outside. 
“You know, Mom, it looks like a robot,” 
one of my awestruck sons said. “The big 
square windows are the eyes; the grill is 


the mouth; and the TV antenna on the 
top is the sensor.” 
THE ROBOT HAD a definite person­ 
ality with its large vapid eyes rimmed 
with long metallic window-washer eye 
lashes. Its grill was set in a permanent 
but tight smile. Actually, when you got 
used to it, ^he Robot seemed almost 
friendly. 


By the time we had dredged up cour­ 
age to go out for our first drive, I had —

Had it been left to me, the West 
would never have been won because I 
would have turned my Conestoga wagon 
around on the first wide spot in the trail, 
high-tailing it back to Eastern security. 
“Watch out for that man on the side­ 
walk!” I screamed at my husband, paw­ 
ing an imaginary brake pedal on the 
shag-carpeted floor under the passenger 
seat. I was convinced that he needed a

navigator, being seven feet from the 
pavement in a vehicle that could easily 
hold its own with a Greyhound bus. 
THE CHILDREN rankled me further. 
They were continually cranking levers, 
opening drawers and punching mys­ 
terious buttons that blinked red warning 
lights at me. 
When I first considered the sheer size 
of the Robot, I anticipated, at the very 
least, a smooth sleek ride. But our Fan 
motor home creaked and squeaked along 
Connecticut Avenue, sounding like a 
brand new pair of Mexican huaraches. 
“Think what it will sound like when we 
get the dishes and pots packed?” one of 
my sons commented. 
We crept along the road, heading for 
the open Maryland countryside. Wre test­ 
ed the braking time and practiced lining 
the van up with the yellow center line, 
using the large bifocal rear view mirror 
that was attached outside the window. 
I was just beginning to feel at home, 
finally secure enough to look beyond the 
orange curtains that swayed at each win­ 
dow, when my husband announced that it 
was my turn behind the wheel.

Impatient 
cars lined up behind us on the narrow 
country lane and my palms began to 
sweat. 


Once I got the hang of steering my 
Robot, I expanded my problems with 
more or less imaginary obstacles. “What 
do I do if we come to a tunnel?” I 
fretted. 
I had been warned by the factory rep­ 
resentative that with the 11-foot clear­ 
ance. tunnels should be by-passed. The 
fear of facing such a hazard caused me 
to immediately eliminate all of New Eng­ 
land’s covered bridge territory from our 
prospective travel route. 
No tunnels in sight, we sailed down the 
highway, drawing a toot and a wave 
from a passing Winnebago.

North's jump to three spades was a 
slight overbid but South had plenty in 
reserve so the slam looked like a cinch.

Q— I was the wife of a serviceman 
killed during World WTar II. My Veterans 
Administration compensation was dis­ 
continued when I remarried in 1955. 
Since my second husband died recently, I 
wonder if VA will pay me compensation 
again based on my first husband's 
death? 


A — Yes. Under a law enacted in 1970, 
VA may again award compensation to a 
remarried widow whose remarriage end­ 
ed in death or divorce. 


Q — I’m going to college under the GI 
Bill, but my 36 months of education en­ 
titlement will end two months before I 
receive my degree. When will VA dis­ 
continue my allowance checks? 
A — At the end of the school term in 
which entitlement runs out. 


Q — If a veteran with a nonservice 
connected disability dies in a private hos­ 
pital, will VA pay transportation costs to 
place of burial? 


A — No. VA is permitted to bear these 
expenses only when death occurs in a VA 
hospital or domiciliary or while hospital­ 
ized at VA expense. 


Q — How do veterans stack up as cred­ 
it risks under the G.I. Bill home loan 
program? 


A — America’s veterans have been, 
and are continuing to be, good credit 
risks. Almost one-half (3.9 million) of the 
eight million VA guaranteed home loans 
have been repaid in full. And the number 
of defaults and claims in 1972 continued 
at the same (3.2 per cent) levels as 1971 
and 1970 which were the lowest experi­ 
enced by VA since the late 1950’s. 
- 


Q — I read where the Veterans Admin­ 
istration operates 168 hospitals. Just how 
many veterans do they treat? 


A — A record high of about one million 
veterans will receive VA hospital care in 
fiscal year 1973. the greatest number in 
history, and 150,000 more than the record 
number treated in fiscal 1972. Outpatient 
medical care will go up from 94 million 
visits to nearly ll million, compared to 
about 7 million visits in 1969.

HOLLYWOOD — The caste system in 
motion picture-television employment is 
more clearly defined among directors 
than it is even for actors. 
If a television director decides to try 
movies he’s out of luck. 
Producers have refined the distinctiwi 
among directors further by separating 
them into dramatic and comedy cate­ 
gories. 
A P RIM E example is a youthful and 
excellent director named Jerry London 
who has been at the helm of "Hogan’s 
Heroes,” "Love, American Style,” and 
"The Brady Bunch,” to name a few. 
“ But when I wanted to direct a ‘Man- 
nix’ episode or other dramatic shows the 
producers would ask to see some of my 
dramatic work on film,” London said un­ 
happily. 
"Mov ing from the tube to movies is the 
toughest step in show business. It’s im­ 
possible. Yet producers say they 
are 
looking for new, young talent. They won’t 
let you get away from the stigma of situ­ 
ation comedy.” 
With nowhere to go but more sitcombs, 
London, together with "Brady Bunch” 
producer Lloyd Schwartz, raised $700,000 
to 
make 
their own 
motion 
picture, 
"Goodnight Jackie.” 


TH E FILM was shot in 17 days on lo­ 
cation in various parts of Los Angeles. 
“ We didn’t take any salaries our­ 
selves,” 
said 
London. 
“ Our 
actors 


worked for scale and a piece of the prof­ 
its or deferred payments.” 
Schwartz said, 
"Our 
cast 
includes 
Wendell Burton, Lana Wood, Jim Backus 
and Tina Holland. They’re all profes­ 
sionals who know what they’re doing. 
“ W’e were able to work fast because 
most of our crew was picked from tele­ 
vision craftsmen we’d both worked with 
before. Fortunately we made *he picture 
during the television hiatus, so they were 
all available. 


"M Y APARTM ENT was used for one 
of the locations. We supplied our own 
wardrobes and shot at the houses of 
friends. 
"Wendell decorated one bedroom for a 
scene with things from his own house. 
We cut comers wherever we could, but 
made sure we didn’t give that feeling on 
the screen.” 
Neither man has illusions that the fin­ 
ished product will rank with "The Godfa­ 
ther” as a boxoffice hit. But the partners 
are convinced they have an entertaining, 
quality picture nonetheless. 
“ It will appeal to young people,” said 
Schwartz. "They're the ones who go to 
the movies. And it is something you can’t 
see on television.” 


LONDON HAS more at stake than sim­ 
ply making a good movie for profit. 
" I think we have the ingredients of 
success,” he said. "This picture will help 


convince the guys who a ^ to see some of 
my dramatic work. I can run this picture 
(rff for them the next time I ask ‘Room 
222’ for a chance to direct one of their 
episodes.” 
"If the picture does well, we can easily 
borrow money for another,” Schwartz 
said. 
London grinned, " I ’ll say this, making 
a picture is a lot easier than doing tele­ 
vision.”

T\ -cinema caste system hard to heat 


HOLLYWOOD — The caste system in 
motion picture-television employment is 
more clearly defined among directors 
than it is even for actors. 
If a television director decides to try 
movies he's out of luck. 
Producers have refined the distinction 
among directors further by separating 
them into dramatic and comedy cate­ 
gories. 
A PR IM E example is a youthful and 
excellent director named Jerry London 
who has been at the helm of “ Hogan’s 
Heroes,” ‘‘Love, American Style,” and 
‘ The Brady Bunch,” to name a few. 
‘‘But when I wanted to direct a ‘Man- 
nix’ episode or other dramatic shows the 
producers would ask to see some of my 
dramatic work on film ,” London said un­ 
happily. 
“ Moving from the tube to movies is the 
toughest step in show business. Ifs im­ 
possible. Yet producers say they are 
looking for new, young talent. They won't 
let you get away from the stigma of situ­ 
ation comedy.” 
With nowhere to go but more sitcombs. 
London, together with “ Brady Bunch” 
producer Lloyd Schwartz, raised $700,000 
to 
make their own motion picture, 
“ Goodnight Jackie.” 


THE FILM was shot in 17 days on lo­ 
cation in various parts of Los Angeles. 
“ W’e didn’t take any salaries our­ 
selves,” 
said 
London. 
“ Our 
actors 


worked for scale and a piece of the prof­ 
its or deferred payments.” 
Schwartz said, “ Our cast 
includes 
Wendell Burton, Lana Wood. Jim Backus 
and Tina Holland. They’re all profes­ 
sionals who know what they’re doing. 
“ We were able to work fast because 
most of our crew was picked from tele­ 
vision craftsmen we'd both worked with 
before. Fortunately we made *he picture 
during the television hiatus, so they were 
all available. 


“ MY APARTM ENT was used for one 
of the locations. We supplied our own 
wardrobes and shot at the houses of 
friends. 
“ Wendell decorated one bedroom for a 
scene with things from his own house. 
W’e cut corners wherever we could, but 
made sure we didn’t give that feeling on 
the screen.” 
Neither man has illusions that the fin­ 
ished product w ill rank with “ The Godfa­ 
ther” as a boxoffice hit. But the partners 
are convinced they have an entertaining, 
quality picture nonetheless. 
“ It will appeal to young people,” said 
Schwartz. “ They’re the ones who go to 
the movies. And it is something you can’t 
see on television.” 


LONDON HAS more at stake than sim­ 
ply making a good movie for profit. 
“ I think we have the ingredients of 
success,” he said. “ This picture will help 


convince the guys who ask to see some of 
my dramatic work. I can run this picture 
off for them the next time I ask Room 
222* for a chance to direct one of their 
episodes.” 
“ If the picture does well, we can easily 
borrow money for another,” Schwartz 
said. 
London grinned. “ I'll say this, making 
a picture is a lot easier than doing tele­ 
vision.”

Hospitals try hard to allay their fears

Pink, blue and animal printed miniature sleeper pajamas, 
Peanuts characters, Mickey Mouse and Wizard of Oz murals 
are just a few of the added touches area hospitals use to allay 
the fears of little ones entering the hospital for the first time. 
Through past experience, hospital officials have become 
more aware of the difficult adjustment a child must make 
when admitted to a hospital. The trend has been slow and has 
just taken hold the past IO years. 
The experience is frightening and alien to children and area 
pediatrics staffs are seeking ways to ease these uncomfor­ 
table feelings. 
“ A child needs to be treated as a whole person. You can’t 
just treat a leg or cure a disease without taking into account 
the child's entire environment — his family, his personality, 
his experiences and his feelings,” said Dr. Seymour Metrick, 
chairman of the division of pediatrics at Lutheran General 
Hospital in Park Ridge. 
ILLN ESS AND hospitalization present a stressful situation 
and the most trying factor is separation — from family, 
friends and home environment. 
Hospitals in the area have introduced myriad epecial pro­ 
grams to create an atmosphere of warmth and hominess for 
convalescent children. 
The Arlington Heights Woman's Club has just finished a 
new playroom at Northwest Community Hospital in Arlington 
Heights. The room, decorated with hand-painted murals of 
Peanuts characters, holds toys, games and books by the box­ 
fuls just waiting to be picked up by the tots in the ward. 
“ We show the kids the playroom first,” said Mrs. M. Staf­ 
ford, head pediatrics nurse at Northwest. One of the doctor's 
wives will soon be redecorating the ward. 


CANDY STRIPERS and aides play games with the chil­ 
dren, paying special attention to those confined to their 
rooms. 
The character of the ward could easily be sensed by watch­ 
ing one little girl, hospitalized for several weeks and quite 
familiar with the ward, as she sat chatting with the nurses 
complete with ter own “ authentic paper” nurse's cap and 
doctor’s case. 
Nearly recovered and ready to go home, the energetic 
7-year-old followed the aides around the nurses’ station aim­ 
ing to shoot them with her mini “ hypodermic” needle and 
paste Band-aides wherever they might land. 
“ We restock the refrigerator three times a day,” said Mrs. 
Stafford. Hospitalization doesn't seem to hamper young appe­ 
tites and tonsilectomy patients, especially, find Popsicles 
and ice cream the best throat soothers. The pediatrics ward 
at Northwest has recently been doubled in size. 
PLAY FOR THE pediatrics patient represents the child’s 
real wwld. “ Play is essential to the mental well-being of the 
child,” said Patricia Anderson, pediatric clinical specialist at 
Lutheran General Hospital. “ It is his media for self-ex­ 
pression, for mastery of new experiences and for meeting his 
social and intellectual needs. It is the child’s work,” she said. 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center in Elk Grove Village is 
awaiting the arrival of Brother Valentine White, an artist 
from the California order who will completely redecorate the 
pediatrics ward. 
Known for his giant circus w’agon approach at the Alexian 
Brothers Hospital in San Jose, Calif., Brother White will be­ 
gin work here in early fall. 
Director of the activities at Alexian Brothers is Mrs. Mary 
Shallcross, known affectionately in the ward as the play lady. 
“ I’ve been called everything from game warden to play girl,” 
said the soft-spoken mother of ll children. 
WHEN ASKED about special moments or memories in her 
work as play lady, Mrs. Shallcross said, “ Every day is a 


special day for me here in the pediatrics ward.” She was 
formerly head of the Alexian hospital day care center for five 
years. 
Mrs. A. Eosin, head pediatrics nurse, explained the hospi­ 
tal’s philosophy of familiarizing children. “ We answer thkr 
questions as truthfully and simply as possible. If they are 
going to get a shot, they know they are going to get a shot. 
Kids can’t be fooled. We also stress freedom of movement 
about the ward,” she said. 
Alex the Puppet welcomes children to Alexian Brothers and 
he acquaints new patients with the procedures at the hospital. 
Also entertaining the tots are child care technicians, carolers 
at holiday time, assorted clowns, magicians and ven­ 
triloquists. 
The nutritionist at Alexian is now preparing a special menu 
for the tots in pediatrics. “ Finger foods” will be the theme, 
and it will cater to the kids’ food preference, but at the same 
time be nutritional. 


MRS. KOSIN recently received a heartwarming donation 
from a trio of girls in the Elk Grove Village area who gave a 
carnival with benefits to go to the hospital children’s ward. 
Accompanying the $8.41 was a note explaining that “ We 
strived to make $10 but .. .” The nurses will buy new toys for 
the playroom with the donation. 
Decorated with Mickey Mouse caricatures, the playroom at 
Alexian Brothers holds stacks of games, rows of books and 
what Mrs. Shallcross calls the “ junk cart” situated in the 
middle of the room. “ The playroom is theirs and we don’t 
mind the mess,” she said. “ They must be free to be creative 
at their work-play.” 
Holy Family Hospital in Des Plaines sponsors tours of its 
facilities on Saturdays for presurgical orientation. Parents 
and children learn how the hospital operates and wrhat the 
day-to-day routine entails. 
Mrs. Dolores Szatkowski, head pediatrics nurse, has many 
plans for the pediatrics ward including a new corkboard for 
the display of art work by hospitalized children in the near 
future, and further off, introductory kits for new patients 
when they arrived for their stay. 
THE REFRIGERATOR at Holy Family is well stocked with 
juice, Popsicles, ice cream and Kool-aid for the hungry tots. 
New crite are the most recent addition to the children’s ward 
at the hospital. 
One of the frontrunners in modem pediatric medicine is 
Lutheran General Hospital in Park Ridge. 
Innovations abound at Lutheran General. One of the new­ 
est, just six months old, is total involvement of parents. 
Working on the premise that a “ child’s recovery is helped by 
his parents’ presence,” the hospital encourages mom and dad 
to be at the hospital to take part in the care of their child. 
“ The mother is the ego strength of the child,” said Miss 
Anderson. 
PARENTS OF convalescent children are invited to bi-week­ 
ly information sessions aimed at enabling parents to express 
their feelings and share those feelings with other families. 
“ Giving support and information to groups of parents of 
children having surgery reduces the childrens’ anxiety about 
hospitalization,” according to research done at Lutheran 
General by Dr. Rodney Landes, formerly on the hospital 
staff. 
“ This research has shown that ‘treating’ parents (informing 
them about what’s involved in hospitalization) enables them 
to better prepare their children and, thereby, lessen their 
anxiety,” his studies report. 
Another way the emotional trauma of hospitalization is 
being eased at Lutheran General is through the presurgery 
puppet program.

When consumers file an auto complaint 
with the BBB, Baumhart explained, it is 
“brought to the attention of the dealer.” 
If the problem is not settled, k is turned 
over to the special committee. 


Since the Chicago Automobile Trade 
Association is a member of the BBB, all 
of its members are associate members of 
the BBB. Thus, they are expected to 
measure up to the standards oi the BBB 


and, if they <k>n’t, they are subject to 
pressure from that organization as well 
as from their peers. 
This is essentially the same principle 
00 which the auto complaint centers will 
operate, according to Marlette. Dealers 
wUl not be bound to the panel’s decision, 
but be added, “it (peer pressure) 
works.” 


H O W E V E R , BOTH Marlette and 
Baumhart conceded that there is not 
much their organizations can do if peer 
pressure fails. In other words, there are 
still virtually no remedies for thousands 
of frustrated auto owners short of a cost­ 
ly legal battle. (Nearly 3,000 contacted 
the CSiicago BBB Ust year.) Their only 
hope continues to be that the dealer will 
be in a conciliatory mood, or that he 
fears the disapprovsd of other dealers. 
In one recent case in the northwest 
suburbs, however, a dealer refused to do 
anything about a defective used car it 
soid to an 18-year-old Des Plaines girl, 
and also refused to assume any responsi­ 
bility for negligent repair work sub­ 
sequently performed on the car.

Dinner on the patio 


She entertains in traditional style

An appetizing menu that is perfect for 
the patio or indoor dining has been 
shared with readers by Esther Taylor of 
Arlington Heights. Her favorite recipes 
can be used year-round and reflect the 
family’s life style. 


“ I find that in setting a table, pre­ 
paring food, decorating your house and 
how you dress, you are building a picture 
that represents you and how you wish to 
communicate with the people in your en­ 
vironment,” Esther said. 


“ Our life style tends towards the tradi­ 
tional, and this feeling is conveyed 
throughout our home and in the way we 
entertain. The meal is meant to blend 
with the evening, rather than dominate 
it.” 


When the weather permits, the Taylors 
patio provides a pleasant setting for din­ 
ner parties. To relax their guests, Es­ 
ther’s husband, Jay, serves cocktail 
sherry and their friends help themselves . 
to an appealing array of appetizers. In­ 
cluded in the assortment is a tasty chick­ 
en liver pate, cheese marinated onions 
and pickled carrots surrounded by crisp 
crackers. 
Esther has small cocktail 
trays, tiny plates and cocktail forks and 
gay napkins 
available 
for 
the 
con­ 
venience of her guests. 


ALL CAX B E prepared in advance and 
the onions and carrots will keep well for 
days. Men especially enjoy spreading the 
pate on crackers and topping it with the 
blue-cheese flavored onions, 
and 
the 
spicy carrots are a nice flavor contrast. 


During the cocktail hour the entree and 
side dishes have been slowly cooking and 
are ready to be served. Boned chicken 
breasts in wine sauce can be baked in 
the oven or cooked outdoors on the grill. 
“ I try to keep the cooking as simple as 
possible, relying on quality products to 
bring out the full flavor of each dish,” 
Esther said. 
She selects chicken pieces with little 
fat and solid white meat, coats them 
with egg and dry onion soup mix, wraps 
each individually in foil and adds sherry 
before sealing the foil to form a boat 
shaped like a gondola. “ The sherry keeps 
the chicken moist and the onion adds a 
subtle flavor,” Esther said. 
Served with the chicken on a buffet 
table are a tomato dish, mushroom and 
rice casserole and spinach and mush­ 
room salad. All complement the entree 
as well as each other in color and tex­ 
ture. 


THE TAYLORS have an extensive 
vegetable garden, so the onions and car­ 
rots used for appetizers are picked fresh 
and Esther cans her own tomatoes for 
use in the side dish. However, she as­ 
sures us it is also delicious made with 
the commercially canned variety. 
Although this good cook prefers plain 
white rice or natural brown to serve with 
the chicken, the savory mushroom and 
rice casserole frees her from the kitchen 
to spend more time with her guests. Only 
the dressing for the spinach salad needs 
last-minute attention — a quick mix in 
the blender before being tossed with the 
greens. The salad provides the necessary 
color contrast and crispness to this meal, 
and soft rolls or sour dough bread may 
be included as extras. 
The Taylors’ travels abroad for five 
months last year with their daughter, 
Lauren, ll, taught them that expensive 
wines are not always the best tasting 
ones. 
“ It is more important that the flavor 
blends with the foods you are serving,” 
Esther said. “ A proper combination of 
wines and meat can be a true delight.” 
Ja y recommends a dry white Rhine wine 
to serve with this meal. 


THIS ADVENTURE in pleasurable din­ 
ing is completed with refreshing lemon 
ice and a vanilla wafer and heavily-bod­ 
ied Cafe Noir or regular coffee, if you 
prefer. The final gesture of the Taylors 
hospitality is an 
after-dinner 
cordial 
served in the relaxed atmosphere of the 
living room or family room. 
In addition to her interest in cooking, 
Esther’s main hobby is studying history. 
She is a member of the Service League 
for Handicapped Children and Our Lady 
of the Wayside Women’s Club.

Mostly For Men 


While excellent quality is available in 
the market, there is a great personal sat­ 
isfaction and considerable economy at 
this time of the year in making your own 
pickles and relishes. 
Many recipes are ready for use as soon 
as made; others require storage for 4 to 
6 weeks. Home canners usually take ad­ 
vantage of low prices on ingredients dur­ 
ing peak of production and prepare a 
winter’s supply in advance. 
Today we’ll deal with three popular 
types of relishes, the first India Relish, 
suggested by Mrs. Leo R. Cozad of Mon­ 
ticello, III. Wash 2 pounds cucumbers, 2 
pounds green tomatoes Chop I pint cele­ 
ry* without leaves (or firm cabbage), I 
cup onion. 14 cups of mixed green and 
red sweet peppers, 2 tablespoons hot red 
peppers. 
Put the prepared vegetables through a 
food chopper, medium blade Place in a 
glass or enamel-lined bowl and add 44 
teaspoons pure salt. Let stand overnight. 
Drain thoroughly next day and add 14 
cups sugar. 2 cups vinegar. 4 cup white 
mustard seed. 2 teaspoons celery seed. 4 
teaspoon each of turmeric, mace and 
cloves. Heat in a large saucepan to sim­ 
mering and cook 8 to IO minutes, stirring 
occasionally. 
Pack in clean, hot jars and seal with 
enamel-lined lids Makes 44 pints.

Add remaining cold 
water and let stand at rear of range over 
very low heat where coffee will not boil 
for IO minutes. 
Serve in after-dinner coffee cups with 
sugar. Yields one cup each for eight per­ 
sons. Double recipe for 2 cups per per­ 
son.

Just about everybody’s favorite is Pic­ 
calilli and variations of the recipe are 
many. Here s mine. Using coarse blade, 
put through a food chopper 5 green to­ 
matoes. 4 green sweet peppers. 3 red 
sweet peppers. 5 medium onions and a 
small head of cabbage (14 to 14 
pounds). Cover and refrigerate over­ 
night. 
Next day cover chopped vegetables 
with cold water, then drain thoroughly. 
Put them in a large saucepan and add 3 
cups brown sugar, 14 teaspoons celery 
seed. I tablespoon mustard seed. I table­ 
spoon whole cloves, a 2-inch piece of 
stick cinnamon and 2 cups cider vinegar. 
Bring slowiy to the boiling point then 
reduce heat and simmer 15 minutes. Re­ 
move cinnamon stick and seal in clean, 
hot jars. Makes 4 pints.

Beef d eserves th e b est of care 


by GAWOR MADDOX 
Today beef is so v alu able a possession 
that ejrtra steps mu st be taken to g u ard 
its freshn ess an d wholesomen ess. In g en ­ 
eral, most ex perts ag ree that beef, 
thou g h hig h in price, is actu ally the be^ 
bu y for y ou r mon ey . Therefore, treat it 
with care an d respect. 
Make meat the last thin g y ou bu y in 
the g rocery ’ store. Take it home rig ht 
away an d refrig erate promptly . 
In bu y in g can n ed beef, av oid can s that 
are sev erely den ied, leak o r swell. If it 
looks, tastes or smells su spiciou s, Don ’t 
eat it. 
Remember when preparin g , storin g , 
an d cookin g fresh meat, first to keep it 
clean . Secon d, to keep these foods hot or 
cold — n ot in betwe« i. Don ’t let cooked 
foods sit arou n d so that bacteria can 


form or mu ltiply . 
When storin g , place beef in the refrig ­ 
erator on ly if y ou are g oin g to u se it 
within a few day s. For lon g « * stwag e, 
freeze produ cts. The refrig erator section 
shou ld be kept between 35 an d 40 de­ 
g rees. Freezer temperatu res shou ld be 
kept at zero or lower. Wrap meat loosely 
for refrig erator storag e. For freezin g , 
wrap meat tig htly in moistiffe-resistan t 
material, su ch as alu min u m foil. 
How y ou defrost frozen berf is impor­ 
tan t. Alway s defrost it in the refrig erator 
if possible. Meat may also be defrosted 
at room temperatu re if left in a ti^tly 
closed dou ble paper bag . It may also be 
placed in cold water to aid thawin g if the 
v Tappin g is watertig ht. Cook promptly 
after thawin g . 
Special precau tion s shou ld be taken 


when preparin g beef for barbecu es or 
picn ics. You shou ld be as carefu l as y ou 
can when eatin g food in side. Clean y ou r 
kitcl^n frequ en tly . Clean all work su r­ 
faces—in clu din g wooden cu ttin g boards 
an d cou n ter tops — before an d after u s­ 
in g them for raw meat. Soap an d hot 
water works well. Nev er place cooked, 
ready -to-serv e meat on the same su rface 
or in a u ten sil u sed for the raw produ ct 
u n less y ou hav e completely samtized 
that su rface or u ten sil. If possible, u se 
separate cu ttin g boards for raw an d 
cooked produ cts to av oid “cross-con ­ 
tamin ation .” Wash y ou r han ds often . 
Salmon ella food poison in g is somethin g 
ev ery on e dreads. Bu t it can be con ­ 
trolled, as the fact sheet called “Salmon ­ 
ella — An imal an d Plan t Health In ­

Compiled by n u trition ists Ru the Elshle- 
man an d Mary Win ston , the book ex ­ 
presses the recommen dation s of the 
Heart Association bu t writh practical 
g u idelin es an d attractiv e recipe su g g es­ 
tion s. 
Con sider the followin g breakfast men u : 
fresh strawberries, wheat g erm pan ­ 
cakes with maple sy ru p or preserv es or 
cottag e cheese, low-fat milk, coffee or 
tea. Althou g h n u trition ally sou n d, it’s far 
from a ty pical “restricted” diet. 
THE COOKBOOK con tain s basic, prac­ 


tical adv ice on how to plan daily men u s 
for healthy liv in g , an d how to prepare 
fat-con trolled foods, combin in g them for 
fu ll n u trition al ben efit an d abu n dan t eat­ 
in g en joy men t. 
“This is n ot a diet book” say s the fore­ 
word. “It is a cookbook — a fu n book for 
people wiw like to cook an d to eat, 
whether they are y ou n g or old, liv in g 
alon e or in a family g rou p, pu rsu in g a 
career or bu sily in v olv ed in keepin g a 
home.”

No on e ty pe of fat shou ld be con su med 
in ex cess, bu t n either shou ld an y on e 
ty pe be en tirely remov ed from the diet, 
accordin g to the book. 
If offers the followin g ex ample: If it 
were possible to remov e aU satu rated 
fats (those that ten d to elev ate the cho­ 
lesterol con cen tration in the blood), this 
wou ld be n either n ecessary n or desir­ 
able. Bu y lowerin g total in take an d su b­ 
stitu tin g poly u n satu rated fats (those that 
redu ce cholesterol deposition ) for a por­ 
tion of the satu rated kin d, y ou are help­ 
in g y ou r body work to its own adv an tag e.

Beef deserves the best of care 


by GAYNOR MADDOX 
Today beef is so valuable a possession 
that extra steps must be taken to guard 
its freshness and wholesomeness. In gen­ 
eral, most experts agree that beef, 
though high in price, is actually the best 
buy for your money. Therefore, treat it 
with care and respect. 
Make meat the last thing you buy in 
the grocery store. Take it home right 
away and refrigerate promptly. 
In buying canned beef, avoid cans that 
are severely dented, leak or swell. If it 
looks, tastes or smells suspicious, Don’t 
eat it. 
Remember when preparing, storing, 
and cooking fresh meat, first to keep it 
clean. Second, to keep these foods hot or 
cold — not in between. Don’t let cooked 
foods sit around so that bacteria can 


form or multiply. 
When storing, place beef in the refrig­ 
erator only if you are going to use it 
within a few days. For longer storage, 
freeze products. The refrigerator section 
should be kept between 35 and 40 de­ 
grees. Freezer temperatures should be 
kept at zero or lower. Wrap meat loosely 
for refrigerator storage. For freezing, 
wrap meat tightly in moisture-resistant 
material, such as aluminum foil. 
How you defrost frozen beef is impor­ 
tant. Always defrost it in the refrigerator 
if possible. Meat may also be defrosted 
at room temperature if left in a tightly 
closed double paper bag. It may also be 
placed in cold water to aid thawing if the 
wrapping is watertight. Cook promptly 
after thawing. 
Special precautions should be taken 


when preparing beef for barbecues or 
picnics. You should be as careful as you 
can when eating food inside. Clean your 
kitchen frequently. Clean all work sur­ 
faces—including wooden cutting boards 
and counter tops — before and after us­ 
ing them for raw meat. Soap and hot 
water works well. Never place cooked, 
ready-to-serve meat on the same surface 
or in a utensil used for the raw product 
unless you have completely sanitized 
that surface or utensil. If possible, use 
separate cutting boards for raw and 
cooked products to avoid “cross-con­ 
tamination.” WTash your hands often. 
Salmonella food poisoning is something 
everyone dreads. But it can be con­ 
trolled, as the fact sheet called “Salmon­ 
ella — Animal and Plant Health In­

Practical guide to healthful eating

Good eating habits are not an accident. 
But eating food that is good for you and 
palate pleasing is not an impossible 
dream. 
The American Heart Association Cook­ 
book, 
recently 
published 
by 
David 
McKay ($7.95), proves it can be fun to 
cook and eat right. The book emphasizes 
the use of fish, poultry and lean meat 
and the recipes are far from bland. 
Compiled by nutritionists Ruthe Eshle- 
man and Mary Winston, the book ex­ 
presses the recommendations of the 
Heart Association but with practical 
guidelines and attractive recipe sugges­ 
tions. 
Consider the following breakfast menu: 
fresh strawberries, wheat germ pan­ 
cakes with maple syrup or preserves or 
cottage cheese, low-fat milk, coffee or 
tea. Although nutritionally sound, it’s far 
from a typical “restricted” diet. 
THE COOKBOOK contains basic, prac­ 


tical advice on how to plan daily menus 
for healthy living, and how to prepare 
fat-controlled foods, combining them for 
full nutritional benefit and abundant eat­ 
ing enjoyment. 
“This is not a diet book” says the fore­ 
word. “It is a cookbook — a fun book for 
people who like to cook and to eat, 
whether they are young or old. living 
alone or in a family group, pursuing a 
career or busily involved in keeping a 
home.” 
The recipes use natural foods for the 
most part, except margarine and oils in 
place of fat. Economics is considered 
and modification of traditional diets is 
mild and modest. 
High levels of blood cholesterol and 
other fats are linked to increased sus­ 
ceptibility to heart attack and stroke. 
More than a million Americans die an­ 
nually from heart and circulatory prob­ 
lems. Thus, considering the fact that the 
foods we eat are risk factors, the cook­ 


book 
is designed for the presently 
healthy people as well as those suffering 
from cardiovascular disease. 
ONE LARGE EGG yolk alone has 250 
mg. of cholesterol so the recipes limit 
the use of egg yolk. Our diets should be 
fat-controlled rather than fat-free. 
No one type of fat should be consumed 
in excess, but neither should any one 
type be entirely removed from the diet, 
according to the book. 
If offers the following example: If it 
were possible to remove all saturated 
fats (those that tend to elevate the cho­ 
lesterol concentration in the blood), this 
would be neither necessary nor desir­ 
able. Buy lowering total intake and sub­ 
stituting polyunsaturated fats (those that 
reduce cholesterol deposition) for a por­ 
tion of the saturated kind, you are help­ 
ing your body work to its own advantage. 
All of the 500 recipes in the associ­ 
ation’s cookbook have been tested by nu­ 
tritionists.

Those tempting tidbits to titillate the 
tastebuds — appetizers — are called 
whets in England, hors d’oeuvres in 
France, zakuskis in Russia, gustari in 
Rumania or tapas in Spain.
